Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

Amidft the difficulties which involve this fettlement:, it is' fome eonfelation to us,.' ih&t 
Member of your Board has had fo late an opportunity of judging, on the fpot* of ey.il* 
which threaten or furround us, as well as all our efforts to avert them. 

The enemy, beaten though nor expelled, continues'by his-cavalry, to which we have no 
cavalry to oppofe, to lay wafte the whole country, * 

We are thus deprived of provi/ions, and of revenue arifing from any part of the territory be- 
longing to this Prefidency, except from the Circars. The expences of the civil dlaMiifo- 
ment arc about 18,000 pagodas per month. The military expences, exclufive of the detachment 
fent from Bengal under Colonel Pearfe, amount to about 2,00,000 pagodas monthly, fh 
civil and military arrears exceed already 10 lacks of pagodas j to anfwer fuch demand - >e ( t 
is now in the treafury the fum of about .1,50,000 pagodas, with little expectation of getting 
any confiderabls remittances from our fubo/dinates for feveral months* 

That the garrifon, daily attacked or theatened, and the army occupied in the field night 
have lefs occafion to murmur on account of arrears, we have flopped all payment in the civil 
eftablifhment for a year paft $ which, though proper in the con fid era t ion we have-mentioned,, 
has however thrown the fettlement into very poignant diftrefs. 

The army having been entirely iupplied with provisions from hence, and the cohfurnption of 
this fettlement fo cncreafed by the .fugitives from the cruelties of Hyder, vve nowg notw* hit ad 
ing the great importations of grain from Bengal and the’Circars, have not*!000bags-m iWei 
There are about eighteen thoafand bags in divers veffels in the road. -From the lift you • : . ' 
of (hips faid to be bound from Calcutta with grain, foi the account of the Company and indivi¬ 
dual®, there remains feventy thou fan d bags of rice to arrive yet here; but by a*caIctilation 
the confump ion cf that article, reftrained as it has been by the high price it bore, and by 1 
Fattens in the vent of it, it is evident that nothing lefs than a fupply of 150,000 bags wall pre¬ 
vent, before the end of the year, -a famine here, of the*approach of which there appear, at pre¬ 
fent fome mod afte&ing fymptoms. Our letters from the Circars, though they mention abt 
dance of grains declare alfo the impoifibility of fending it to us, through want of tonnage. We 
‘have indeed taken up the few (hips that could he had here, to bring ua provifions from tjienec, 
but the whole is inconfiderable, comparatively’to the profpeiS of our wants j and it is ISrom your 
hands, whofe liberality in furtvifhing us troops, money, and provifions, we have fo long and fo 
‘much experienced, that we muft expeft our chief fupport. 

Vv e muff obferve, that wediave had no affiftance of any kind, from the Southern part?, elf this 
coaft. Many of the forts are in pofieflion of our European or Indian enemies, which has great!/ 
interrupted the communication \ and the feizure 5 by fome of his Majefty’s ffluadron* of veff:

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Sacfen with grain for this market, as belonging to black people redding under the protedlion of 
ihc Dutch, is thought to have deterred many others, in their neighbourhood, from venturing 
out with fupplies for us. 

To the continuance of thefe evils we are not yet able to forefee a termination ; for though the 
bravery anddifcipline of our troops, and the ability and experience of Sir Eyre Coote, have 
been attended with repeated victories, yet fuch are the difficulties that obftrud his progrefs, fuch 
is the facility the enemy poflefles, of over-running and defolating the country, that the General 
entertains but little hope of enabling us to draw any fupply of food or treafure from it. He has 
not been able hitherto to penetrate far into the country, either to the relief of our remote gar- 
rifons, or to the attack of the principal forts held by Hyder. As the whole conduct of the war 
has been entrufted to him, in confequence of a refolution of the late adminiftration here, we 
have applied to him for a communication of his intentions, abfolutely neceflary to be known to 
vs now, though hitherto wo have contented ourfelves either in exerting our authority in the 
manner he delired, or transferring it to him, for the purpofe of forwarding his meafures. He 
is now engaged in an attempt to relieve the garrifon of Vellore, and poffibly to attack Arcot, of 
which the event will no doubt determine his future plans; on which, and on the neceffity of 
our (ituation, the refolutions of this Prdldency will be founded. If the enemy fhould ftill con¬ 
tinue his depredations in the Carnatic, thereby depriving us, in fadl, entirely of the benefit of 
it, vve muft, with regard to all effe&ual refource, confider ourfelves as immured within the 
walls of Fort St. George; and were even the enemy to withdraw from our neighbourhood, fo 
effectually have all traces of cultivation difappeared, fo deftroyed are the villages, fo ruined and 
clifperfed are the individuals who were employed in tillage, that the inhabitants of the towns can, 
during part of next year, as well as in the end of the prefent, be by no other means preferved 
from famine than by external refource, moftly from your government. 

We owe to thefituation in which you are placed refpe&ing this fettlement—we owe to the 
exertions which you have made to extricate it from its difficulties—to lay before you its prefent 
ftate, from which you may judge of the fatal confequences which may attend the continuance 
of the war in the Carnatic, if the enemy fhould not foon be dri ven from it by our army, or be 
otherwife induced to retreat l from it. That very army, by the vaft load of expence, and additi¬ 
onal eonfumption of provifions it muft neceflarily occafion, muft haften the mifery of the fettle, 
nient. Unlefs therefore our troops {hall, in their prefent attempt, fucceed, at leaft in procuring 
food and money for their own fubfiftence, we (hall be compelled to divide them into canton¬ 
ments ;—happy if we could direct the whole, or part of them, to fome national object that 
> might compenfate for paft difappointment.

Impelled by a defire to alleviate any mifreprefentations fent home to my difadvantage, and to 
prove myfelf worthy of the countenance and fupport of my employers, in whofe fervice i have 
worked with inceflant affiduity and approved diligence, during the fpace of near twelve years, 
having been all that time in the laborious office of the Secretary, in which, by an uncommon ap¬

plication to the duties of my progreffive Nations through it, I have loft my health, and : grci\rV 
impaired myconftitutioii ; I hope I fhall ftand excufed for intruding upon you with this a<idrek* 

WhiKH was at Fort St. George, a fhort time ago, I was informed that fome pcrfons, mor¬ 
tified a: their own declining profpefts, andjeajous of the more promifing afpefts of others, had 
thrown out invidious remarks upon the extent of my agency for the fupply of that Prdfidencv 
with provifions, &c, in its prefen t tliilrefs, and .on the amount of the com million which had bv ? 
granted to me by the Board for this fervice. At firft I paid little attention to fuch a report, co n¬ 
ceiving it to proceed merely from envy, the natural confcquenceof difappointment, which would loon 
die away and be forgotten ; but the unhappy reverie of fortune at Madras has been fo ievendy 
experienced by all ranks of people there, and the only fource of prefent relief (received by many 
wrh jeaJouly and defire) being conftantly before their eyes, it is not furprizing that the remarks 
at firft propagated {hold# fpread anu uccrmie more general : I underftand even that they hi re been 
pointedly taken notice of and reprefented in private letters to Europe. 

As it would ill become me to attempt to vindicate the a&s of Government, unlefs called ep*yn 
for that purpofe, l fhall avoid that prefumption, and obferve only, that the general rub of the 
icrvice, iongfince eftablifhed, was adverted to in fixing the rate of Agency on the difburlaments 
of my office, and made the ftandard of that allowance; but I think it incumbent on me tc endea¬ 
vour to overfet the malicious allegations of di{contented men, which tend to my prejudice, 'by :« 
tempting to prove that the fervice executed by the agent has been performed on eafier ’ i v : 
terms to the Company than at any former period ; and this I truft 1 fliail be able to do by apJX a- 
ing to notoriousand well authenticated fads, which ftand open to reference without any / 
tive rcafoning on the fubjecht. 

It is well known that the ftores and other neceflaries required by the different Prefidenc; • from 
Bengal, were formerly provided and font from the Buxey’s office; but complaints wen -o 
quencly received, of the badnefs of their quality, efpecially from the ifland of St. Helfefe To 
fuch complaints, 1 truft, will be made againft the articles furnifhed by me, as I have taken re¬ 
ticular care to procure the beft, and at the inoft favourable markets ; yet by comparing; the In- 
voices fent by me to St. Helena, and thofo difpatc'ned in former years, it will be found that the 
rate of charges on the latter, though the amount be final], exceed mine very confiderabk, and It 
rnuft be allowed that, the aSual price of every thing is greatly encreafed within thefc fuv : 

To elucidate rnv after tion, 1 need only refer to the Invoice Book in the Aecomptant Gv , , 

Office: I would draw a comparifon alfo between the price of the articles furniihed ; but . ■ this 
muff depend upon the quality of the goods, and the fiu&uatingftate of the markets, no cxa . v cri¬ 
terion lean be fixed. 

The ftores required of late years by the Prefidency of Fort Mnrlbro’ have been purchased by 
their own immediate Agents, in order to obviate the inconveniencies of being furnifhed with af- 
fottments of inferior but the con tra&s entered into by the fettlement for freight, ami the 

other engagements which -they have concluded for obtaining their fupplies (I have reafon > think, 
though I cannot afeertain it) will be found more expenlive and uncertain than the. mode now 
adopted. 

It is well known that when the neccffities of the Prefidency of Fort St. George firft requir'd 
the aSRltance of this government, a contract was made with Mr. John Ferguflbn, to fe«d them 
8o,coo bags of Vice ; Perceiving, after the completion of this engagement;, that they wo, id one 
occalion fora much larger -quantify., I gave in proposals to contract for the fupplying them* on 
the fame terms, though the price of freight was then a&ually i ncrea fed, arid I tore fa vv a profpcSh 
of ftill greater difficulty in procuring it: My propofols however were opt accepted, becaufe :hc 
Governor General did me the honour to fay that, being a perfon In whom he could truft far 
faithful accounts, and a proper attention to the public intereft, he preferred giving me the bu - 
finefs to perform as\an Agent. To this I readily gave my alient. as it freed me from sM rijfque 
of lofs or failure, which I imagined might, and as the event has proved would, have been the. 
confluence of a contract, the freight to Madras on a bag of rice having fince increaf * from 
7.\ rupees to 5 rupees, and many owners now refufing to let their fnips even at that rate.—The 
Board were pkafed to appoint me Agent for Supplies to the other Prefidencies, and affigned me 
the ufuel cemmiftion of *5 percent, tor my trouble, as well as to defray the charges of ruy office 
fuch as Clerks, Agents, o n cars, foe. The Members of the Board at the fame time per lT nai l;, 
declared to me, that this poft was intended as a reward for ftiy long and laborious Cervices, which 
hitherto had been wholly unprofitable to me, as my income fell .reatly ftiort of my necGTry 
exper.ces in the former part of this period ; arid when 1 attained the place of Secretary the BoiuJ 
had thought pr<x : the falary annexed to that office from 2,500 rupees per pe.fikm to 
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me in it with credit: I received the intended 
*ecompence with gratitude, and in confequence thought myfelf bound to ufe every exertion on 
my part to relieve the wants of the fettlement of Fort St. George, by fending them the moft 
ample and timely fupplies of all kinds of provifions for which they had indented-. I took pains 
to procure and tranfport them as cheap as poffible; I gave lefs in general for freight than was 
paid by individuals, and to this day I have never exceeded the price of 4 ficca rupees per bac\ 
although private merchants were, at the fame time charged as high as 4J, and have now a&uaily 
agreed to give 5 rupees ; I had, moreover, the pleafure, while I was at Madras, to hear great 
commendations palled on the articles I had provided, in refpedt to quality ; and I have obtained 
the moft fatisfadfory evidence of this fadl, as well u- of t' e laving u on them to the Company, 
in the enclofed reports from Mr. Brodie, the garrifon ftorekeepei there, which I leave to offer 
for your perufal. 

1 might make a merit of having been conftantly in advance for the Company large fums of 
money, owing to the delays of payment at the Treafury, as 1 could never liquidate the drafts 
affigned me till a long time after they became due. At prefent, notwithftanding the order you 
have given for granting the demands for fupplies to Madras a preference to all other iflues from 
the Treafury, except the pay of the army, I have received only 50,000 rupees in part of your 
draft for 400,000, dated the ift inftant; yet to avoid any prefent delay in loading and fending 
away the Europe (hips which have been fent round to this place for grain, I have continued to 
raife money on the credit of having the above draft in my poffeflion, though with great difficulty, 
the amount of the balance already owing to me being fo confiderable that my credit, as well as 
that of my agents, have been ftrained to the utmoft pitch to advance it. The preffing exigency 
of the fervice made it continually necefflary for me to raife money by every means in my power, to 
prevent the detenfion of veflels on demurrage, and to fave the feafons for difpatching them to 
Madras^ v which might have been milled, and additional charges incurred, had I waited the tardy 
payment of my orders on the treafury. I have been obliged to pay a premium of 10 per cent, 
per annum on all the fums which I borrowed, and my claim on the Company for the fame, 
which is but equitable, would be very confiderable 5 but on the idea that the amount of my coin- 
million, even with this drawback, is ftill ample, and the Company’s finances too low at prefent 
to make this a proper crifis for preferring demands upon them, I have declined troubling you on 
that head 5 and I beg'leave to allure you, that I Ihall always be ready to do my utmoft for the 
promotion of the public good, both by contributing all my means and abilities, as far as they 
may go, towards that defirable end. 

Many are the advantages which accrue to the Company from the employment of an Agent ; 
the extenfive dealings which he is obliged to have give him the firft choice of all the articles 
brought to market, and he not only commands a preference, but is generally able to purchafe 
grain' from 8 to 10 per cent, cheaper than private merchants ; he has the lame advantage in en¬ 
gaging freight, as hehas generally the firft Offers, and the rate agreed to by him ufually forms the 
ftandard to be paid by individuals ; who, however, are fcldom able to obtain it on terms equally 
low, yet they find their account in giving it, and the amount of this article is generally regu¬ 
lated by the certain profit which the merchants or owners*of veflels, except on the difpofal of 
their cargoes, with a deduft ion for the rifque of the feas, or infurance : While I was at Madras, 
the government were under the neceffity of purchasing rice at about 8 rupees per bag, for which 
"they drew bills upon Bengal, on a disadvantageous exchange ; and the rice furnifhqd them by 
means of the Agent at'the fame time flood the Company only in 6 rupees per bag, or there¬ 
abouts, but being obliged to iffue rice in Head of money for the pay of the fepoys, at a fixed 
valuation, calculated on the proportion' Which their eftablifhed allowances bear to the common 
price of that article, this difference is to be accounted for, yet they will always be compelled 
to follow the fame mode of fulfilling their engagements with the native troops, unlefs this go¬ 
vernment is able to furnifh them with ample fupplies, and private merchants will confequently 
benefit by their neceffities. 

I flhall quit this fubjeft with remarking, that government derives a further advantage, bv 
fending grain to Madras in lieu of money ; as the former not only makes good the charge of 
tranfport at ion, but produces a remittance, which, if it yields nonprofit, at leaft is feldom fub- 
je&Xolofs, and comes into immediate ufe; whereas the fending of bullion deprives this coun¬ 
try of fo much of its current fpecie, is fubjedt to the charge of freight, to lofs on coinage, and 
the procefs of this operation requiring fome months, on a large fum it is all that time before it 
r comes into circulation. 

However, as the price of freight to Madras, is now become very exorbitant, and the amount 
’of commiffion upon that article confequently irlcreafctl, t defire not tb burthen the pubite with 
Vol VJ. D additional 
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additional expcnce on that account, or to derive any advantage from the neceffities which t!.w 
molt fcrupulous might juftly find fault with ; I am therefore willing to fuhmit my agency y> 
any regulation which the Board may think reasonable and proper to make in this refpeft; or- 
ferving only, that great part of my advances for the Company arife upon the article ot fi'eigb 
as the Chiefs of Jnjctam, and other fettlements on the coaft, have made large drafts upon ms 
for money advanced on account of country veflels engaged by them to convey cargoes at zk 
from Calcutta to Fort St. George, at the proper feafon.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

The difficulty which I expert iced in fending the remainder of the ffiores and provision's to 
Tort St. George, which have been indented for by that prefidency, owing to a want of money, 
and the impoffibility of raifing any more for the purpofe, make it neceflary for me to addrefs 
you on that fubjedh The fupplies to Fort St. George, for fome time paft, both ip fpccie and 
grain, have, no doubt, been very confiderable. The fpecie which is now faving and laying 
by out of the daily receipts at the treafury, implies further remittances of the firft, and the or¬ 
ders under which I aft require alfo a greater extenfion of the latter. But as the treafury, 
which is the only fource of both, is inadequate to the fupplies required, and the fiving made 
for the former impedes the progrefs of the latter, it may not he improper to offer a comparative 
view of the proceeds of both modes of remittance at Fort St. George, that the Board may have 
this information before them when they fix the proportions of each to be hereafter obferved. In 
this I am forry I have not more authentic documents to appeal to, though fuch as I have ob¬ 
tained I am confident are jufi:.—A laf&e fliip was tendered to the Company in Augufl: laft, for 
"carrying rice to Madras, at 5 rupee? per bag, but rejedfed by my Agents, becaufe the terms 
were high, and money fcarcc. I he fame lliip was afterwards laden on private account, with 
8,603 bags of rice ; and according to an account fales received from Madras, it was adlually

heavy and unmerited Ioffes to thofe who had provided cargoes of grain for your port, tif.no > 
the faith of that freedom of importation which has been hitherto allowed, and to which ‘ u y 
were undoubtedly entitled, until a fulHcient time had be*n given them to difpofe of it. V 
are more efpecially induced to take notice of thefe publications, as the injury arifmg from them 
is likely to fall with peculiar weight upon the merchants of this Prefidency,who, you will per¬ 
mit us to fay, deferved a different return for the liberal fupplies which they have af&Kuetf 
you under our encouragement, during your greateft diftreffes.

v 1 l!i the content of individuals, to prefs fuch further tonnage as may be within your power. 

The Soucars, with whom you have treated to fupply us with qaoney, have not as yet begun 
to cflfefluate any of their promifes.

The Agent for Supplies informs the Board, that two of the veffels belonging to Mt*. Touchet 
h; /e beeif la.den with rice for Madras, and that feveral more are expc&ed to be afloat, and ready 
for furvey in a few days; but the feafon being fo far advanced, that the monfoon will very 
likely be fet in before they can reach Madias, when it will, probably, be dangerous for 
any veflel to lie there. The Agent thought it incumbent on him to mention this to Mr. Tou¬ 
cher, and to decline landing any more of his veffels until the return of the fair feafon, without 
authority from the Board, Mr. Touchet, in reply, having expreffed a hope that in fuch cafe 
he might be allowed to let them to freight to individuals, el'pecially as he Ihould have a fufficient 
number of craft ready, in the fair feafon, to clear off his debt to the Company. The Agent 
begs to receive the orders of the Board upon this iubje£t. 

The Preftdency of Fort St. George having written to us in fuch preffmg terms, to continue 
our fupplies of grain at all rilks, 

Ordered, That the Agent do continue loading thofe veffels, belonging to Mr. Touchet* 
Which {hall be reported lit to proceed to fea with the cargoes defigned for them.

deavoured to fhew to this branch of the public fervice.

u e have received your letter of the 5 th inftant.—We are much concerned at the alarming 
-v^arcKy °f grain which prevails at your Prefidency, though it was in fome degree tobeexpc&eci at 
‘ it. -afon of the year, being immediately antecedent to the fair weather/when the numerous 
■ ‘ £ Cra ? ufuall y W rt the bulk your fupply ; all the vcfTels of this port, which could

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pub He account, or that of individuals, as private traffic, fome large (hips remain yet to be 
difpatched ; bolides thefe, we underftand that country craft have been engaged by your orders, 
and by the endeavours of the Agent of Supplies, equal to the carriage of at feaft 1,50,006 ba.;.s, 
a part of which is on the eve of departure; we had no other motive in appointing a public 
agent to furnifh fupplies to your Prefidency, but to provide in the moil: ample and effectual 
manner for the conliant and fpeedy relief of your neceffities ; and we are affured, if your im¬ 
ports have been at any time lefs than your confumption, it was from the want of fufficient ton¬ 
nage at this place to make them greater. It is made the intereft of the Agent to extend the 
fupplies of provi lions for your Presidency to the utmoft of his abilities ; for this purpoie, and 
that of raffing money when the Treafury was low, a very handfome commiffion was granted to 
the Agent ; that commiffion has been indeed confiderably reduced, but we imagine the Agent 
makes (till his belt poffiblc exertions to fupply you. However, fhould you imagine that rice 
might be brought to you in a greater quantity, by our difeontinuing the Agency, and by your 
granting greater encouragement than the prelent prices of the importers, we fhall be happy to 
favour you in any manner, or to adopt any other meafures, though more expenfive to "the 
Company, that are better fiiited to relieve the dreadful calamities of the famine that preiles 
upon your fettlement. 

We earneftly wiffi the regulation you mean to adopt may be found to anfwer better than the 
plan already purlued ; at prefent it occurs to us, that any limitations which you may place 
upon the importation of grain, however well guarded or defigned for the encouragement of it, 
rnuft in fome refpedt have a contrary tendency : your engroffing, for the public for vice, a.H the 
grain which ffiall be brought to Madras, will beconfidered as a hard/hip by the original own- 
1 ers; and mode of payment which you propofe for it, muft be a capital obje&ion with nr 
it will neither anfwer to thofe who want their money immediately on the fpot, nor to others 
who mean to remit it to England, or to any other part of India, your bills not being negoci- 
able by fuch perfons, but at a very heavy difeemnt 5 on the other hand, it would incteafe your 
calls upon this government, by at leaft the difference of price given for the grain, which, ac¬ 
cording to the enclofed calculation, appears confiderable ; aud it would further embanufs us 
3 h the payment of your bills of Exchange, which ought in honour to be regularlyand pun&u- 
ally dilcharged, but the infufficiency of our refources for an'fwcring all the accumulated de¬ 
mands upon us, renders that not always pra&icable; whereas, by the prefent mode, advances 
are iffued from the 7 >eafury to the Agent, at fuch periods as the cafual Hate of it will admit, 
and in the mean time he is enabled to continue the fupplies by private credit. 

We conceive that the removal of every real or ideal reflraint from the freedom of importa¬ 
tion, is in general the beft method of increaling it. How far this fyftcm could operate in your 
prefent fituation, you muft certainly be the propereft judges of, we do not therefore recom¬ 
mend it; permit us (though we have every confidence in your attention to a concern fo into 
retting to humanity) to conjure you not to leave the future-diftribution of the grain, which 
you have now made a public ltock, to the charge of any native, or any but a committee of 
'your moft approved fervants, with fome of the principal inhabitants of the place. 

We ftill hope that the gloomy profpeeft which prefented itfelf from the apprehended departure 
of his Majefty’s fquadron from the coaft, will alTurne a more favourable appearance j and that 
the fupplies deftined for your Prefidency from hence will arrive in lafety. 

We fed much for the dittreffes of the poor inhabitants of Madras; and though there is a 
profpe£l of further liberal contributions from this fettlement in their favour, yet thefe cannot 
go far in relieving their wants. 

The alarms of famine ferve to accumulate its diftreffes, and embarrafs thofe managements 
which are neceffary to countera'dl the general evil; you will therefore, we make no doubt, re¬ 
move thofe alarms as much as you can. 

We are happy to inform you, that our apprehenfions from the want of rain, which finely 
feemed to threaten the harveft of thefe provinces, are now perfedlly removed ; for fome days 
pa ft there has been a confiderable fall of rain, and rice now fells at its ufual price.

EXTRACT of letter from the Secretary at Fort St. George to Mr. Secretary AurloJ, 

dated the 16th O&ober 1782. 

As the Seleift Committee may be prevented from addrefling the Governor General and Council 
by this poft, X am directed to acquaint you, for their information, that this iettlement has ex¬ 
perienced a new and levere misfortune, in confequence of a gale of wind which came on yefter- 
day morning, and blew with increafing violence until midnight; feveral large veffels, and 
among them the Earl of Hertford Indiaman, were driven on Ihore, others foundered at their 
anchors, and all the fmall craft, amounting to upwards of 90, were either funk or ftranded ; 
the quantity of rice loft is at leafb 30,000 bags, which is equal to our whole remaining flock j 
and the lofs of the tonnage is irreparable. 

Ordered, That the Agent for fupplies be dirc&ed to difpatcb all the country craft which he 
has engaged to carry grain to Fort St. George as loon as poflible. 

Refolved, that a reward be offered to the Serangs, on thei*fafe and fpeedy arrival at Fort St, 
George, of 10 pagodahs each, if their paffage does not exceed 14 days, or 5 pagodas if it does 
not exceed 20 days ; and a further reward of 40 rupees each, upon their return here in time 
to receive a fecond cargo this feafon for Madras, 

Agreed, That the following letter be written to Fort St. George ; 

(EXTRACT.) 

We have juft received accounts of the violent gale of wind which you experienced on the 
15th ultimo, and of the dreadful effeds which it had upon the (hipping in your roads, and the 
grain which was then afloat. We have in confequence ordered the agent for fupplies to dif- 
patch all the country craft engaged for your fervice as foon as they can poflibly be laden ; and 
in order to encourage the Serangs to make the beft of their way to your port, we have promifed 
them feverally a reward of 5 pagodas, if they fhall arrive within 21 days from the date of their 
difpatches, or 10 pagodas if they (hall arrive within 14 days, to be paid at Fort St. George ; 
and a further reward of 40 rupees to be paid here, if they fliall return in time to make a fecond 
trip this feafon. 

We requeft that you will accordingly pay the rewards which we have promifed to thofe who 
may perform the voyage within the time limited. In order to prevent any of thofe veffels 
from flopping upon the coaft in their way down, we have written to the feveral fubordinates, 

to luffer them to come to an anchor at any of thofe places.

Vice Admiral Sir Edward Hughes, K. B. having pofitively refufed to remain on In fide 
of India, during the monfoons for the prote&ion of the Honourable Company’s poffefKsons on 
the coafl* of Coromandel, againft the defigns of the enemy’s fquadron; v/e have thought it a 
duty incumbent upon us to eftablifh further regulations, as the only means left in c pinfbnt 
exigency to fecurc what we poffibly can tofurnifh a ftore of grain, and other provi; »p , for 
the confumption of the garrifon and army ; our lole de.pendance is upon the fupplie daily ex¬ 
ported, and thofe which may arrive by veffcls coming during the monfoon. Wc have ac¬ 
cordingly publifhcd an advertifement, copy of which is herewith ejiclofed to you, cc *r \ i . 
fome alterations from the plan we communicated to you in our letter of the 5th inftant j ard 
we requeft you will make our determinations on this fubjert public throughout your Prefulcrcy* 
and its dependencies. 

Notice is therefore hereby given, That all grain, of what kind foever, is to be landed ; 
der the infpertion of the Garrifon Storekeeper, or his Afliftants, Deputies, or Agents, 
who will allow the importer to difpofe of one fixth part of fuch grain in fuch ru;< r as 
fuch importer -fhall think proper, except when any concealment, or difpofil of the 
grain, different from the purport of this regulation, (hall be attempted, in which wi ¬ 
the whole will be detained.

Received the following letter from Fort St. George: 

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

We have the honour to acknowledge your letter of the'firft oflaft month. 

In our proceedings which fhall be lent to you will be found all the methods we judged 
tlienr, and indeed neceflary, to take, in order to fecure fuch a quantity of provifions for the 
army, the garrifon, and thofe perfons whom we fhould be obliged to retain here in the cai-.r 01 
a fiege, as would be fufficient to maintain them until the return of that feafon in which it was 
likely that the Admiral might come back with the fleet to the protertion of the coaft, and of the 
fupplies by fea, in which its fubfiuence in t.hefe times entirely depends. The expenditure of 
grain by the army had been fo confiderable, that notwithflanding the fupplies furnifhed by the 
Agent appointed by you in Bengal, we frequently were obliged to purchafe a proportion of <he 
cargoes brought here for fale by private traders, as appears by the enclofed e urn. Wc i:i thofe 
cafes thought it right to give the fame price which we had round neceflary to fix for the < 1 
the remainder to individuals. Rice being the common food of the people here, as breau in 
England, it was at leaft as eflential to fettle an aflize for the former article in times of 0 : v v 
here, as it is for the latter at all times in Europe, It appears, by the calculations yoi . c 
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trunfmitted to us, that the aflize we fettled left a reafonable profit to the irrporter, without al¬ 
lowing his avidity to be indulged to a degree that might be fata! to the poor. But fo far from 
( ’ , v cafional purchafes implying any intention on our part that you fhould ceafe to fend us grain 
by an Agent, or otherwife, that in many letters from hence, and particularly in that of the 
lx th September laft, from the SelecS Committee, this government requefled the continuance and 
c creafe of thofe.fupplies from you ; and we had fo much the more reafon fo to do, that all the 
provifion fent here on a public and private account did not prevent the aflual cxiftence of a fa¬ 
mine. We were obliged to take meafures for the departure of many of the inhabitants of Madras 
in fcarch of that fubfiftence which they could not procure here. The alarm occafioncd by the 
determination of the Admiral to leave thefe feas open to the enemy made it ncceflary to allow for 
a time an extraordinary gain, in order to induce traders to rifk their veflels and cargoes to the 
double danger of the monfoon and of the enemy *, and it was refolvcd to pay at the rate of 2CO 
pagodas per garce for rice imported from the ift.of November to the twentieth of December. 
We have reafon to think that this injereafe of price was adequate to the increafed rifk, and it has 
been found a fufficient inducement to incur it, though we were ftrongly folicited by many of the 
inhabitants, in a public addrefs, to raif'e the price to three hundred pagodas per garce. Rice is 
ibrnevv hat lefs fcarce and dear than when laft we wrote to you ; but we repeat our reoueft, that 
m will be pleafed to fend us as large quantities as you can procure tonnage for, which wedeftre, 
caufe the fupply of private traders is always precarious, and that it is likely you may fend it 
to us on cheaper terms, than we can rcafonably expert from individuals, who mud live by 
the profit they gain upon it. With a view to both thefe obje&s, we contracted laft year with 
Captain Mercer for four cargoes of rice, at 130 pagodas per garce, on the confideration of 
bringing, without any additional charge, whatever treafure you fhould put on board his vellel 
for this rrefidency, for which, deducing the freight ufually paid for the carriage of treafure, re¬ 
duces the rice by him to a cheaper rate, as by the calculation enclofed, than the rice purchafed 
by your agent, notwithllanding the profit the contra&or muft be fuppofed to have upon his 
bargain. 

We placed no other limitations on the importation of grain, than fixing the price at which 
we meant to purchafe it; and when it is confidered that 150 pagodas per garce is about double 
the average price of rice in time of peace, that price will be thought, except in the fhort inter¬ 
vals of joint danger from the weather and the enemy, during which we raifed it, fully fuffici¬ 
ent to encourage individuals to import it. Your calculations prove the profit made by it at the 
high eft allowance of freight, and you feem to think the price at ieaft as high as it ought to be ; the 
mode of payment was fuch as was in our power. If bills were as little in our power as fpccie, 
we fhould have been obliged ftill to take the rice to fubfift the army and garrifon. They muft 
be fed, wherever food could be found, whether payment followed it, or not. The exchange 
upon bilh was above the real par, and thofe bills were therefore no lofs to thofe who remitted 
them: if from the number of fuch bills thofe who negotiated them were obliged to fell them at 
adifeount, it was a lofs which the profit was fuppofed able to bear; but the exchange has firnce 
been rendered ftill more favourable to the importer of rice. 

We concur perfe&ly with you in your opinion of the advantage of freeing all kind of trade 
from all j eftraint; and are happy that you forefaw the pofiibility that our fituation might require 
a deviation from this rule, which was really the cafe in the only inftance in which we have made 
it, that of fecuring fuch a quantity of grain as was abl’olutely neceflary for public ufe, which 
neceffarily required us to fix an affizc or price for what we took, as the dread of an appoaching 
famine led individuals to offer any fum to obtain a preference before the public. 

(>ur proceedings will fatisfy you that we did not leave the diftribution of the grain in our 
public duck to the charge of any native. We had appointed a committee to prevent abufes in 
the fale of grain in the mark: t, of which the third in Council was the chief. Several of the 
Compa::; s fervants have been employed to fuperintend the landing, weighing, and diftribution 
of the nee for the publick ftock. The (ecorni in council took a very zealous and a&ive part 
in thi department; and our Prefident has been himfelf to the beach, to be a witnefs of a bufinefs 
which iie profpc<5t of a famine and a fiege rendered of fomuch confequcnce. 

We have entered into thefe particulars, in the ardent defire we feel to fatisfy you as to the 
propriety of every part of cur conduct.

I have received the Extra# from the Garrifon Storekeeper’s Letter at Fort St. George, which 
you have been pleated to refer to me for my explanation ; in confequence of which I h wg the 
honour to inform you, that ic is a common pradice on board of (hips, as fobn as the rice is 
delivered to {fart it out of their bags, for the convenience of ftow&ge, and to pack it up aoain 
for the purpofe oi landing it at Madras; this being the cafe, and the Captains having often an 
jntMcli m the Quality ot their cargo, either by carrying lice diredtly on their own acc< nt> or 
in joint concern lor ^others, it is not unreasonable to fuppofe that they will rather ccnficler 
than {elves than the Company, both in the (fowage and re-package, efpecially when the hind 
of grain is of the fame denomination, and a /nature cannot be ‘cjFeftually guarded a uf ;

mufters have been uniformly fent to Madras by every {hip ; and if the deliveries fell fliait 
of them, it was in the power of the proper officer there to enquire into the caufe upon the fpot, 
and in cafe of necefiity they ought to have reprefented the particular inflances of failure, that 
they might have been ftated to you ; but a general charge of this nature is too vague, I conceive, 
to be reluted, otherwise than by general auertion. 

With refpe& to the obje&ions made to the hills of lading for the cargoes, {hipped on hoard 
the Indiamen, becaule the Captains had not figned for any fpecific weight, I have to acquaint 
tne Board, that in confequence of thtir orders a large quantity of rice was fent down the rivtr 
io me time before the arrival of the Indiamen, to wait for them at Kejerec ; that the la:d rice 
remained a long time in the {loops upon demurage, and when the Indiamen arrived there, and 
were ready to receive it on board, it was deliveied immediately from the Hoops, without the 
pcl i 'iii .y of weighing, for the fatisfadfion of the Captains, who confequently declined being 
anfwerable for the weight; and the bills of lading, for the fake of difpatch, were obliged to be 
fent down to be filled up and executed below, becaufe it could not be previouily afcertaineJ what 
quantity would be actually (hipped on board.

\Ve have received your letters of the 9th and 13th ultimo by the Refolution, together with 
ad up] mate of your letter of the 4th ultimo, yet the original of which, by the Active, is not 
arrived. 

We are concerned to fee, by the letter from your garrifon ftorckecpers, which you appear to 
have adopted, that our moft anxious endeavours to relieve your fettleme&l from the imminent 
•didrefles to which you were reduced, (hould be found fault with 

Our only motive for concluding a contradb with Mr. Touchet to fupply your garrifon with 
bullocks, {heep, and fait proviftons, in which we had nothing hut your intereft in view, was 
to prevent that grievous calamity, which, from your own reprefentations, and from every ac- 
*coi nt brought from Madrafs at that time, we had too much reafon to apprehend would follow 
the alarming fcarcity of every fpecies of provifions which prevailed there. 

Li your letter of iff April Jaftyou informed us, “ That you feared the want of the 4coc;jfks of 
<c fait provifions wc had contradbed for to be delivered to you in that month would be fcvercly 

i' It by the army and your garrifon, as you had only 100 cafks then in (tore.” 

We know that your wants would be increafed by the reinforcement of Europeans which you 
afterwards received from Bombay and from this Presidency ; and that no further means had been 
taken to provide for thofe occafions, than by a compliance with your former indent, which was 
in the courfe of being effected before the date of the above letter. Vnu had written to us repeat¬ 
edly in the moft prefling terms for afliftance of every kind ; and the extreme diftrefs of the inha- 
bican's of your fettlement, caufed by a dearth of every neceflary of life, was deferihed in fuch af- 
fed)ing terms, from all quarters, that we thought no exertions on our part could exceed your 
nccdlhy. Under fuch circumstances, and confidering the dangerous predicaments to which you 
might have been reduced in the event of an enemy’s fleet commanding the roads at Madras, we 
expeebed to have deprived a merit from any attempt which was likely to fave you from the im¬ 
pending evil; and nothing but the exigency of your fituation could have induced us to divert fo 
large a part of our own refources from the other prefling demands to which we might have ap¬ 
plied it.

No An-ent, without an adequate compenfation to anfwer the intereft of money borrowed by 
him and°the’rilk of failure in the difeharge of his occafional loans, could afford to ftrain his 
own credit for the public fervicc, in default of regular advances from the Trcafury ; yet it I had 
declined this alternative, the fettlcment of Madias might, and probably would, have fuffered the 
mo ft djfmal effects of a famine (which, as it was, could hardly be kept, from raging) the Com- 
' ’s and other fhips engaged for their fervice, would have lain upon demurrage for want of 
I v-4es to load them, and (everal of them muff have loft the feafon for want of an expeditious 
di (natch. In fa ft I muft repeat, that, befides all the property which I could command of my 
■ I have continually taken up loans from my friends, to the utmoft extent of my credit, and 
ti whole of which Was inverted in the bufinefs of toy Agency. Although the full amount does 
nor apoear, by the monthly balance of my accounts, to form a juft idea of it at any fpecihc 
p n od' the fums paid by me for the freight of veffels, or for grain not invoiced (all gram, both 
lu re and at Buckergunge, being purchafed only for ready money) ought to be added to the ba- 
v -nee of my monthly account, or fet again!! it, and will then ihew the aftual fum which I was 
in advance • but to afeertain this regularly, forfuch a length of time, would be an arduous, if 
not imprafticable talk, conftdering the magnitude of the concern, the infinite variety of pur- 
cuffes made, the multifarious diltributions of them on veflels, and the numberlcfs caiua, ties 
which happened in i'uch an extenfive bufinefs, from the return of the vcffcls, and many other 
caufes : However, I am happy to hear that the Honourable Board have ordered the Accountant 
General to report to them a ftate of the average price of my fupplics the whole period of my 
Agency, as the fureft teft of companion to prove the advantage which the public has derived 

from it. 

This advantage will be the more apparent, when meafured by the fcale of private merchants 
here who if they employ Agents or Fa&ors, muft fubmit to pay a commiflion ot 5 per cent, 
accordinor to the cuftom of the place, upon the difpatch from hence, and a further commiflion 
of 5 per cent, upon the fale at Madras, which laft commiflion is drawn upon a much larger iurn 
than the amount of the invoice, being on the amount of the grofs fale, the net produce ol which, 
after dcdu&ing that, and all other charges, ftill leaves iucli a profit to the owner, .that every 
individual who has engaged to any extent in the grain trade to the coaft, is known to have 
gained confiderably by it. 

The Company have not only derived a greater profit by the immediate difference of value, 
from having had a more extenfive concern than any individual, but in a political light they have 
fee 11 reel relources for the pay and fubfiftence of their army, and evidently provided tor the 
folvation of the country, both by prelerving their forces from defertion, and inhabitants from 
famine, in a greater degree (l think this letter will evince) than they could have done by the 
means of contracts. A public agent for the Company inftead of raifing the market by a com¬ 
petition with individuals, pofleffes an operative hand, which gives him this advantage over 
them His office being thegreateft mart in Town, is the place where thefirft mutters of grain, 
and the fir ft offers of freight, are generally produced; .and the current price (though 1 ever 
c.mtiouily avoided being the firft to raife it) was in fome meafure regulated by Ins ftandard. 
Thcfe are fa£ts # which experience has fully proved. I never gave mere for the freight of rice 
to Madras than 5 ficca rupees per bag ; and individuals, though they found it aniwer their 
inhpofe fometimes to pay a higher freight, generally confined themfelves to that rate, bunco 
buy Agency has ceaied, the price of freight is confiderably increaled, notvvithhanging the 
| number of Company’s fhips now laden for Madras, and the quantity of rice already imported 
there. The caufe of this increafe is not wholly to be afcribcd to the deftruftion commuted oy 
the French fleet in the bay, that having been very trivial, although at the time alarming ; but 
' t is owing to the competition of private merchants, who, feeing that the public lupphes have 
ceafcd to be lent, and knowing that the exigencies which they tended to relieve muu be (unshed, 
conclude that the wants at Madras will be the more urgent from this caufe, and that grain will 
- ’ . ir a value in proortion to them. 





For the fake of the diftrefl'cd natives at Madrafs, 1 fincerely hope that this rage for prcffftg : 
beneficial trade will glut the market with grain, but I really apprehend that it will produce i< • 
fuch confeqner.ee. The merchants, though not in combination, are in one predicament, and 
will naturally afk the profit they expert. Rice is an indifpenfable commodity, and muft he had 
at any Tate. If Government fix the price to prevent extortion, they muft have an equitable 
regard to the advantage of the owner, who (as 1 have obferved before) has paid high for l.is 
concern. 

If the Board had thought proper to accept of my offer for a contrail, and concluded it with 
me accordingly for any length of time, 1 muft have thrown myfelf upon the indulgence of < < 
vernment, as the only means of faving me and my fecurities from the ruinous efte&s of per- 
fevering in it, for the price of freight rofe fo fbddenly, and lo high, that it would have be. 
poftible^for me, by any exertions of my own, to have fulfilled my engagements ; lam the mote 
grateful, therefore, that the Board did not accept my offer in this light. 

I believe it lias ever been an invariable rule for all contrails made in India to contain .t. 
lations for advances of money previous to the performance ot ierviccs, which, confidently li 
neccffitous ftate of many Contractors, and the high intereft of money, is a raoft material object 
for them to fccure; indeed, without it, their terms muft be proportionally highei, the • u- 
traitor might jufttfy a failure in his engagements if neceffavy, by the want of his regu.ar nr 
vanccs, which are feldom paid to the day; and, being thus exempted from the penalty of the 
contrail by the firft breach of it laying in the Company, would poffibly continue to execute it 
no longer than while it proved advantageous to him; difappointments would enfuc, and me 
fervice be confiderably injured, before a frefh contrail could be formed ; befides, in a bufiru . 
which is liable to great flulluation, the Contraaor in his propofals, to fecure himfelf f rom cor - 
twencies, muft include large original profit upon the allual; a circumftance that might m any 
>event prove difadvantageous to the Company on the one hand, by dilappointments, as a o\c 
fuppofed, in cafe the price ffiould increafe, and on the other, by an enormous ifupeiturn 
• expence, in cafe it ftrould fall. I mean not to apply this oblervation in any inftance to tire 
Company orders, I mention it fimply as it occurs on my own calc ; tor although I ihou I nave 
confidered myfelf bound in honour to continue the fervice, even at a lofs, while my reiources 
would enable me, theft muft very foon have dried up, and an unavoidable failure enfued, ha, 
my contralf been accepted, and the execution of it infifted on. 


Such probably would have been the cafe with the contrail which the Prefidency of Bomb; v 
informed the Honourable Court of Di'rcltors they could have concluded for rice deliverable at 
Bombay at rupees c. a per bag, at the time when my confagnment to them was (o much 
hither ; at leaft it is clear the Contraftor would have been a confiderable lofer by iuch a nan. ..a 
for only the freight to Madras, which is lefs than half the diftancc, was 4 rupees per bag, nnc 
the price of grain then about 9 rupees per bag. I very much doubt whether the contract 
which was entered into afterwards by the Prefidency of Bombay, and adv.led of m then < -■• 
of .7th A uplift ,781, for 50,000 bags of rice, was ever fulfilled by the Contrallor, indeu. L 
have rood reafon to believe it was not; but the only fair way of drawing a companion , ■ ,v

I acknowledge that the original commifiion was high, and the unexpected amount of the fup- 
plies on which it was drawn made it an objcCt of importance ; but this did not cfcapc the atten¬ 
tion of your Honourable Board, lince you confidered and thought fit to reduce it ; &nd the re¬ 
duction accordingly took place upwards of 12 months before the arrival of the commands from 
the Honourable the Cou t of Directors now tranfmitted to me. 


In my letter of the 24th ultimo, I meant not to fuggeft an oppofition to the orders of the Ho¬ 
nourable the Court of Directors for conducting the bufinefs by contraCt, but only to oficr my 
fervices voluntarily and gratuitously, with the benefit of the experience 1 had acquired, for the 
public welfare, at a time it teemed m -ft to require them, and by that means to extinguifh any 
impreffion or iJea that my advantages had exceeded my deferts. It is painful to plead my own 
preteniims, but I have teen many perfons, fince my rcfidence in India, with fofs oflicial truft 
lets arduous attention to their duty, and lower (landing in the fervice, than 111 yleif, derive greater 
fortunes from their (lations in it than the utmoft which I can fay I am pouefled of. I fhould 
never have thought of murmuring at this in the common chance of things, but it makes m y 
fituation the more unlucky, in being lingular (or difapprobation, on an idea of uncommon 
favour. 


I fhall conclude with requefling that you will be pleafed to order a copy of this letter to be 
lent a number in your next packet to the Honourable the Court of DireClors, with fuch re¬ 
marks or elucidations as you may think proper to make upon it.

The rate at which the government of Madras have lately purchafed rice, hy compulfion, from 
individuals, for which they paid them by drafts on this Prefidency, was 150 pagodas per garce, 
or current rupees 11. 1. 9 per bag ; but they have purchafed it at as high u rate as 200 pagodas 
per garce, which is current rupees 14. 13 per bag ; that is to fay, within 3 annas of double the 
price of my fupplies, furnilhed at the fame prccife point of time. 

Mr. Killican’s propofal, read at the Board the 24th ultimo, for fending rice upon country 
crafts, only in the fair feafon, to Madras, is ficca rupees 8, or current rupees 9.

The high price, 
and bad quality of the rice fent from Bengal on the Company’s account, as frequently r prv- 
fented bv the Garrifon Storekeeper, rendered every other chance of difpofmg of it, without in¬ 
finite lofs, impoffibic. Private traders could u.idcrfell the Company’s proviiion of gram w th- 
out detriment. —This Government was in the month of July, from the diminution ofl luppli .; 
of money from Bengal, the cncreafcd demand for it by the troops daily arriving from Europe, 
and the fWnation of other refources at this feafon of the year, driven to the utmoft diftn. is, for 
c.dh to defray the current military, charges.

If I have erred in any part of it, my accounts are open to cor- 
rc&ion, and I lliall be fatisfied with any adjuftment the Board may think lit to order.

Read the following letter, and cnclofures, from Mr. Auriol. 

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

After the general refutation of general charges from the Garrifon Storekeeper at Fort St. 
George, upon the quality of the rice fent thither, which I had the honour to deliver to you on 
the 6th of February 1782, I muft confefs 1 did not expeft that the Gentlemen at Madras 
would have repeated the fame loofe mode of accufation which I then with fo much juftice com¬ 
plained of.—My Letter declared that u a general charge of this nature was too vague, l con- 
ceived, to be refuted otherwife than by general aflertions 5” and a copy of it was tranfmitted 
to them.—I therefore at leaft flattered myfelf, if any future complaints fhould be made, that 
they would be fpecific, and applied to the particular cafes whence they originated, that my de¬ 
fen :e might have a pofitive objett to guide it to the point which required explanation or refuta- 
vios ; and the evidence I fhould think it neceflary to offer might neither be negative or pre- 
fumptive, as general evidence muft be, nor foreign to the fubjett in queftion. 

In the prefent inftance I muft endeavour to fix the allufion of the charge myfelf, and reply 
to it; for my confidence revolts at the idea of an imputation of neglett, or worfe, when, fo far 
from deferving it, I can and do folemnly declare, that 1 have attually taken great pains to pre¬ 
vent any caufe of complaint, by uniformly procuring the beft grain which was to be purchafed, 
tor the lupply of Madras.— l can only fuppofe the complaint to lie againft fome of the rice dif¬ 
patched upon dhonies or country veflek in December laft, but chiefly againft a quantity lent 
down by the collector of Rungpore, a part of which was ordered by the Board to be rejetted* ; 
and the enclofed letter, N° 1, written to him in confequence, on the nth November 1782.— 
But late in December, no an fiver having been received, nor any perfon appearing on his part to 
take charge of the rejetted rice, a number of dhonies being partly laden for Madras, and all 
the rice at that time procurable in the wholefale markets of Calcutta being infufficient to com¬ 
plete their lading, as the new rice of that year’s crop was not yet come in, I was reduced to 
the option of filling up thefeveffels partly with the promifeuous remains of rice in the Calcutta 
markets (fome mufters of which, though not bad, I had before declined to buy) and partly 
with the bad rice from Rungpore, if I wifhed to difpatch them early, or to keep them here 
upon demurrage, and at a greater hazard of falling in with the enemy, by failing later till the 
new rice fhould come in.—The quantity which I had in ftore, and the difficulty of procuring 
more, will be feen by my addrefs to you of the 22d Ottober 1782, in which I faid, that t( all 
he country craft ought to be difpatched from hence to Madras by the ill of December, or 
earlier if poffible, fince they would run lefs rifk of falling in with the enemy’s cruizers by 
failing early. I think it neceflary to acquaint you that rice in Calcutta lias now rifen in 
“ price to 35feer per rupee, at which rate I do not think it advifeable to purchafe any at pre- 
fent, or till 1 am at a greater certainty with refpett to the difpatches from Rungpore; yet 
u the neceffities of the Prefidency of Fort St. George are fo great, that I cannot defer pro-

Part of the Rungpore rice alluded to, which has been fent on other veffels, is of a very in¬ 
ferior quality, and was rejeded 5 but no grain being procurable in the markets at that time, 
and the exigencies of your Settlement preffing for a fpcedy fuppl.y, it was thought preferable to 
fend it than to detain the dhonies. All the Rungpore rice has been feat down by the colleflor 
of that diftrid, in confequence of orders from Government.

Tames Peter Auriol, of Calcutta in Bengal, late Agent for Supplies to the other Prefidcncies, 
fofemnly maketh oath and faith, that, during the whole courfe of his continuance in the Paid 
employment of Agent, he has made it his invariable rule to procure the beft rice for exportation, 
commonly known by the name of cargo rice, which could be purchafed by wholesale on rea- 
fon. ble terms, in the different markets where fuch purchafes were occafionally made; that he 
did purchafe and export fuch rice to die Prefidency of Fort St. George, for the public ufe; that, 
in confequence of the rule abovementioned, he did repeatedly and often give pofitivc orders to 
his agents, brokers, and fervants, employed in the purchafe of rice for this purpoie, to be par¬ 
ticularly obfervant of the faid rule, in looking out tor the beft cargo rice, and that in his con- 
Xcience he believes they did obferve it. 

This Deponent further faith, that except whil# he was ill, and obliged for his health to be 
a b ft lit at Madias, being from the month of January 1781 to the end of September in the fame 
yr .\,r„ he did occafionally examine the muflers of rice brought to him for purchafe; tnat he al¬ 
ways declined taking any which appeared to him to be bad, or even of indifferent quality, when 
he thought better was procurable; and that he never authorized his agents, by a general power, 
to purchafe any but cargo rice as good as the market could furnifh ; however, this Deponent 
remarks, that in oneinllance (and this is not an exception to the rule above mentioned) about 
the month of November or December 1782, the only rice which could be purchafed by whole- 
file, in the public markets of Calcutta, was rather indifferent in quality, and he rejeded it on 
that account ; but that, after feveral days ineffedually fpent in endeavours to get better, he was 
obliged to agree to the purchafe of that rice, called country rice, in order to complete the load¬ 
ing and difpatch for Madras of feveral {mall veflels, which had been detained a conftderable 
tune for rice to fill up their cargoes ; and that this quantity of indifferent rice was about 25,000 
maniids, which being infufficient, he added about 17,180 maunds of Rungpore rice, which had 
b “n fent down by the Colledor, a great part whereof was fo bad that it had been rejected, 

his Deponent further faith, upon his oath, that he employed his brother John Lewis 
Auriol to aflifl him in the bufinefs of the agency; that he was necefStated to leave the chief 
management of the dependant parts of its execution to him, becaufe he had full and tufficient 
time to attend to them, which lie himfglf, in his other public avocation of oecretary, was 
unable to command ; but that he, nevertheless, referved to himfclf the general fupcriptendance 
. \ di red ion, and was confulted by his faid brother, John Lewis Auriol, in points of any 
doubt or difficulty; that he gave the faid John Lewis Auriol anthority to make purchafes of 
rice, for the more ready and effedual accomphfhment of the duties expeded from his agency* 
and to prevent unneceffary delays in the loading’of veffels; and that he repeatedly and fre¬ 
quently enjoined the faid John Lewis Auriol, when the muflers were not fhewn to this Depo¬ 
nent, to be particularly careful that all the purchafes made by him fhoujd conftft of cargo rice 
of the firfl quality which was procurable; and this Deponent has norcafon to believe or fufped 
that he ; in any inftancc, deviated from this injundion.

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This Deponent further declares, that mufters, which to the beft of his knowledge and be kef 
were true and impartial mufters of each veflel’s cargo, unlefs, as fometimes happened, accident 
prevented their reaching the Captain before he failed. Were fent, with letters and invoices, # 
the Secretary at Fort St. George, in fmall bags fealed up for that purpofe. 

And this Deponent doth finally and folemnly declare upon his oath, that, throughout the- 
bufmefs of the agency entrufted to him, he hath endeavoured to afford fatisfadlion in the < a 
cution of it, having ever had the Company’s interefts in view, and, as far as depended on hr 
fcrupuloufly attended to the advantage of the public.

That he always did enquire for and bring the beft mufters which were 
to be found, attending to the fize, loundnefs, and clearnefs of the grain; that he always 
(hewed them to Mr. John Lewis Auriol, for his approbation of them, before any bargain was 
made with the owners, and occafionally to Mr. Auriol; and that all the rice fo purchafed was 
weighed off, in prefence of an officer or fircar belonging to the Captain of the fhip who was to 
receive it, and delivered according to the mufters : ibat it was then packed up in b*gs, and the 
Company’s feal affixed to each bag, fince that was fo ordered ; but he, this deponent, has good 
grounds to believe that the faid feal was of no avail, for he frequently heard of the bags being 
opened and ftarted, notwithftanding they were fo fealed ; that after they were laden, he, this

1783, he was deputed by Mr. J. Auriol, with written inftru&ions, extract of which is hereunto 
annexed, to fuperintend the lading of rice difpatched by him to fundry Indiamen then laying 
at Culpee and Kedjeree ; and, being now called upon to report the quality of the faid rice, he 
declares on his oath, that the bags coming down all fealed lie had not an opportunity of feeing 
the whole, but that fuch as burft from the bags on removal from the Hoops, or as lie faw from 
other accidents, which frequently happened, was good cargo rice, and rather of a i'upcrior 
quality.—And this deponent further maketh oath and faith, that he has frequently obierved 
mutters of rice, which have been brought to the faid Mr. Auriol in Calcutta when he has been 
with him, which this deponent underttood had been purchafed for the fupply of the Madras 
Prdidency, and that the fame have ever appeared to him to be of a prime quality for exporta¬ 
tion.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

I have been honoured with your reference of yefb rday, refpe&ing the cargoes laden by 
on the Calcutta, Kent, Major, and Southampton. 

The great: deficiency remarked in the cargo of the Calcutta arifes, as the purfer has 
fated, from the Captain’s taking out and returning to town 413 bags of her original lading. 
As thefe bags were brought up to me, and were the Company’s, 1 could nqt decline receiving 
them ; but this is not the only inftance of fuch an irregularity, as I have already had the ho¬ 
nour to reprefent to you, and 1 think does not in the lcaft invalidate the Company’s right to 
r ecover freight, at leaft, for the whole deficiency, from the owners or commanders. 

Had the entire lading of the {hips confided only of the Company’s property, and the /hips 
been unable to fail without taking out a part of it, the loft or inconvenience of leaving n be¬ 
hind muff of courfe have fallen upon the Company ; but when it is well known that the O m~ 
pany’s property from port to port in India, being only the charter party tonnage, does nor form- 
above half the amount of a full cargo, and the Captains are indulged with the fur pi us, l con¬ 
ceive that the Company’s property ought, in no cafe to be turned out of the {hip, which can 
hardly in any inftance require to be lightened by half her cargo. 

With rcfpefl to the Kent, a certificate of the amount of her cargo Was forwarded by her for 
the Secretary at Madras, but the bills of lading (as will appear by one which I encloft) were 
figned by the Purfer after the departure of the {hip, on the arrival of the officer’s receipts iu 
Calcutta, for the quantity of rice which ftie had actually taken on board. 

The letter of Captain Arthur, commander of the Major, explains the cafe of that ft ! _ . f 7 
the propofed arrangements of fending horles by her, and the dedu&ion allowed for their in the 
charter party tonnage, he had obtained an additional {pace for furplus tonnage, which> Ahd 
up with rice on his own account.—When this arrangement was altered, and he was ofcbgrb 
mmquifh.th.it additional fpace to make room for the Company’s charter tonnage, it w s an 
advantage both to the Company and to him to transfer the purchafe of his rice already on be mi, 
which faved the Company the rilk ofIrarifporting it to the fhip at a bad feafon of the year, 
and him the expence and rifk of unlading and returning it to Calcutta, The mutter of the 
firft fort appears very fine ; the fecond is indifferent, but Captain Arthur had bought it for his 
own uie, not the Company’s, which is the beft proof that no want of care for their intcreft em¬ 
itted in this tranfa&ioin 

On the cargo of the Southampton, I am fort y to obferve, that Captain Lennox’ letter 
which implies the grcaccft irregularities in my Agents employed in loading his ft ip, is loofely 
written, and appears not perfe&ly coniiftem in terms ; for in one part it declares, that < f me 
^ rice was received from the Warren Haft mgs, &c.; a few bags of this w>s marked ;rcrs 
rice and not many lines afterwards it contains the following pallage—The whole quauitv 
ic I’received was 5065 bags, which was on account of the Honourable Company, and vie

44 the quantity which has been fhipped may be demanded, agreeably to the accompanying 
u corrected invoice. 490 bags of rice, as per inclofed invoice, have alfo been laden on this 
4C fhip for account of the poor, and configned to the Minifler and Churchwardens; but whe- 
44 ther clue attention has been paid to receiving the proper marked bags, ainidft the unavoidable 
<c irregularities which attend the lading of lliips in fuch fituations, 1 cannot fay. The officers 
u receipts from all the Europe /hips were detained till the adlual quantity with which they 
u might be able to fail fhould be afeertained ; but it being impracticable to know this to the 
4 ‘ Iaft moment, the Calcutta and Latham having actually returned a part of the rice which 
u they had taken on board, and not one of the illips having received the full cargoes prepared 
u for them,, on account of the fhallownefs of the river immediately below Culpee and Ked- 
iC jeree, and the uncommon violence of the feafon, which rendered it impoftible to fend any 
/loops lower down, they failed of courfe without giving regular bills of lading checked by 
44 the officers receipts.

Irregularities and difappointment's are unavoidable, in loading /hips at Culpee, Kedgeree, 
and I :gellee, in'the blowing month of April, efpecially with rice, which is heavy, and brings 
the hoop fo deep into the water, that they cannot he along/ide of large ihips in a high lea 
without damage ; nor can they, where fo many /hips together are to be laden wit!) the fame 
Cnd of goods, be governed by precife deftinations, without lofs of time, as the ftrength of wint} 
• od rapidity may drive them pail: one /hip, or prevent their reaching another, while they 
might be able to fetch to a third, and deliver other cargoes.—To obviate all inconveniencies 
^ : u . h as poffible, I employed at my own expence an adtive and intelligent European Agent 
(Captain Erith) to fuperintend this bufinefs, and he went backward and forwards from fhip to 
Cip when the weather permitted.—I have queftioned him about the cargo of the Southamp¬ 
ton. and beg leave to enclofe his anfwers, which he is willing to confirm upon oath. 


J remember well that the Southampton arrived here late in the feafon, and that Captain 
Lennox preffed much for a fpeedy loading, that he might fifil again before the feafon clofed. 
'/ was late in March, and impoftible at that time to procure river craft for loading all the

lworn to the authenticity of the mafters, if you think proper to call on them. 

I have no mufter of the rice delivered from the Mermaid, and mu ft therefore reft the good- 
nefs of its quality on the evidence of Captain Ereth ; to which I beg leave to add, tb>r .too 
Tags Of it were part of the red rice, or Auguft crop, which 1 had been obliged to purciuU n 
December, when no other rice could be procured; but this, I trutt, 1 have accoun.^ r ,

I come now to fpeak of the mufters received from Madras, which I mu ft fuppofe have been

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: , the French cruizers in the Bay, and that all the rice which was difcovcrcd or alledged to 
itelong to the Company, had been feized and deftroyed ; but that many of the dhonio:;, con¬ 
taining only private property, had been allowed to efcape, with the lot's only of fuch trifling 
articles as were immediately wanted by the enemy ; the Serangs therefore requcfled that the 
Conpany’s feal and mark might be difpenfed with on this occaflon, and for this reafon were 
allowed, as they had no rice on board but the Company’s, to ftart it in the hold over the bags 
which had contained.

In anfwer to your letter of the 13th inftant, relpefting the rice landed at Madras from the 
Southampton, the quality of which the Madras Council have complained of to your Honoura¬ 
ble Board ; I have only to fay, that I never was called upon to fee the mufters of rice felefted, 
neither ay as my purfer, nor any other perfon belonging to the Blip ; and as to the rice which 
they fay was damaged, it mull have received it after the delivery from the Blip, as the b.-ws 
were then perfe&ly dry, and had no appearance of damage : but I beg leave to remark, that 
after it was landed, a great part of it lay for a confiderable time on the beach, during which 
time a great deal ot rain fell, and from that caufe the rice mull have received the d,image com¬ 
plained of: I was fo well convinced of this, that I would not admit of any damage when he got 
up our hill of lading. And in regard to the quality of the rice in general, I am a total llranger 
to it, for, as the bags were found and dry, I did not infpeft into them; but any of it that L 
have accidentally feen, was found cargo rice.

Though we had received no regular advice of this particular fupplv, We 
thought it proper to dire ft the Garrifon Storekeeper to take charge of it; but he declared it to 
be in fuch bad condition, that at his requeft the Town Major, the Matter Attendant, and 
Mr. Antonio de Souza, were appointed by us to examine it, and we herewith enclofe to you 
a copy of their report. As the provifions appeared from thence to be totally untit tor ule, and 
only 128 tierces had been landed out of 320 tierces laid to be on board, we have accepted an 
offer made to us by the Agent to the owners of the Sally, to carry the remainder back to Cal¬ 
cutta., at the freight of one rupee per calk, that you maj* recover the amount of thole decayed 
provifions from the perfons who provided them ; and as their value would not actually have 
paid the expence of landing them.

We d~ 
fo find that the calks are not properly fecured, having only fix hoops each, whereas it is cut- 
tornary, and particularly nece/fary for the prefervation of fait provifions, that they fhoukl 
have eight, of which there ought to be two at each end, called chime hoops ; but as there is 
only one, the confequence of this deficiency has been, that many of the calks of provifions 
are entirely without pickle.

G OVERNOR GENERAL lays before the Board the following mod extraordinary 
letter, which he has received from Mr. Bright, one of the Members of the 1 lovincia 
Council of Patna. The whole tenor of it ftrongly indicates fo umverfal a want of principle m 
the writer of it, that it is not eafy to reduce it to any fpecific charge again It him. I o uve 
written fuch a letter ; to avow the fentiments which it contains ; to lohcit from the hi ft Mem¬ 
ber of the Government his licence and affiftance to riot in the plunder of whole 1 lovinces, and 
his participation in the booty, are crimes in themfelves of the blacken iniamy. 

Their evidence refts on the Angle authenticity of the letter; of which the proofs may be ex- 
amined, if the charge is denied. 

The Court of Directors have, in their inftru&ions of the prefcribeu 

vhc rules of procefs for the trial of fuch of their covenanted fervants as fhall he arraigned for 
offences meriting either fufpenfion from office, or from the fervice.— Conformably to thcle, the 
Governor General now moves, that a charge be formally preferred againft Mr. Bright, foi 
having written the letter to the Governor General which is now preiented to the Board ; that 
tins charge, with a copy of the letter, be tranfmitted in a letter to the Ch,ef and Council of 
Pa, na, with orders that it be by them delivered to Mr. Bright; and that he be required to reply 
to it on before the 24th of this month.

cabal with our Dewan, and Meffrs. Keating, Booth, and others, to procure the diflblution d 
the Council, the Province of Sarum, &c. to be formed to the Duan at an increale of 400,00:1 
rupees who has -riven him a blank to fill up with propofols in Calcutta, and has author-led him 
to make a Douceur of 100,000 rupees ; a refident of their own nomination to be appointed, *< 
be fubfervient to their ends. He has been very induftrious to procure articles of accul.u ■ 
-aifoinft us, and has applied to all the renters and Zemindars, to encourage them to fupj. i y b in 
w "th informations. You will, doubtlefs, foon hear of the proceedings of Meflrs. Bird, Keating, 
•uid Ramus and Booth, in confequence of Mr. Young’s detenfion of Kelleram. As to tn ■ k- 
con d of thefe gentlemen, he has been particularly adive in this matter, has taken upon . im 
authority contrary to every rule of the fcrvice, and has aded fuch a difhonourable part, in 
being the promoter and author of all complaints and troubles, with a view of obtaining iepa- 
rate advantages for himfelf, though he openly concurred in our mcafurcs, and lliared in the ao 
vantages refulting from them, that I am refolved cither he or I ft all be removed from hence. 
Pie has prevailed on Mr. Bird to join him. As to Mr. Ramus, I know nothing of him. As 
thev are as deep in the mud as wc are in the mire, to ufe a vulgar expreffion, you any well 
wonder why they lhould venture to ad thus. The cafe is, that they have been led to believe 
tint Mr Yournand l are the devoted objeds of the Governor Generals refentment, without 
refle&in* that no one can caft a Hone at us, without injury to himfelf, to them, and to the 
whole iervice: But, belidesthis, they have been promifed indemnification by Kelleram, though 
thev ftould know that it is not in his power to indemnify them ; for that muft depend entire! y 
on the pleafure of me and my friend Young. I before mentioned, that 1 underftood the <>■ 
miflion to Kelleram to depart was in confequence of his application ; that mult have been t.»c 
cafe for a report prevailed, of Kellcram’s circulating, that lie had wr.tten for leave, and that

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56. But with regard to the confignment of 2,000 cherts of opium immediately to 
the fupra cargoes, to be difpofed of in fuch manner as they fliafl think proper, we 
] 1: .ve been informed, that the importation of opium to China is forbidden by the Chi- 
nefe government on very fevere penalties; the opium, on feizure, is burnt, the veflcl 
on which it is brought to the port confifcated, and the Chinefe in whofe poflfiffian it 
may be found for lale punilhed with death. Under any circumftances, it is beneath the 
Company to be engaged in fuch a clandeftmc trade ; we therefore hereby pofitivety pro¬ 
hibit any more opium being fent to China on the Company’s account. 





EXTRACT of the General Letter from Canton, dated 28 th December 1782. 

Par. 35. On the 21ft July the Nonfuch, Captain William Richardfon, arrived in Macao 
Roads, from Bengal, laft from Bencoolcn, having on board opium on account of the Ho¬ 
nourable Company, and packets from boththofe Prelidencies. 

37. The Governor General and Council of Bengal inform us, that they have laden on the 
Nonfuch 1,601 cherts of opium on account of the Honourable Company, amounting to cur¬ 
rent rupees 8,25,023. 5. 11 ; that they had drawn upon us for the fum of 38,048 Spanifli 
dollars in favour of Lieutenant Colonel Henry Watfon, being the amount of the freight due 
to him for the opium laden on the Nonfuch ; alfo for the further fum of 3,805 dollars, pay¬ 
able to Lieutenant Colonel Henry Watfon’s order, being the amount of what they had agreed 
to allow the Captain and Officers of the Nonfuch in lieu of privilege. That they had agreed, 
that all the Port and Factory charges incurred on account of the Nonfuch, while in the Com¬ 
pany’s fervice, flhould be at their expence -, that they had likewife agreed with the owner. 
Lieutenant Colonel Watfon, to allow him at the rate of one hundred and ten Spanifh dollars 
per day for demurrage, provided any part of the Company’s opium remained on board after 
the expiration of forty days, to be eftimated from the time of her entering Canton river, or 
coming to an anchor off the port of Macao. They inclofcd a copy of Colonel Watfon’s orders 
to the Commander of the Nonfuch; alfo a copy of their orders to Captain Cudbert Thorn¬ 
hill, whom they had charged with thedifpofal of a quantity of opium laden on the Betfey, of 
which we fhall take notice hereafter, and drawn in his favour for ficca .rupees 73,000, being 
the amount of freight due to him as owner of the Betfey. 

Lieutenant Colonel Watfon’s orders to the Commander of the Nonfuch direded him 

on no account to attempt the Straits either of Malacca or Sunda, but to fhape his courfeto the 
' /eftward of the Ifland of Java, parting to the Southward thereof; not to fpeak to any veflcl, 
s teat or final), and fliew no colours but from neccffity, during the paffage from Bengal to the 
S. E. end of Java ; from thence, and during the paffage through the Eallcrn and China feas, 
to Speak with all veflels, except fuch as appeared formidable, that lie might get intelligence of 
an cruizers that might he ftationed in the narrow feas ; to fhew French colours from Java to 
the Philippine lflands, and from thence to China a Spanifli enfign and pendant ; that lie was 
)o no account to part with the rtoop which accompanied, except on being chafed by a ihip of 
* j jal force, which he was to avoid ; to be conftantly on his guard againft any Surprize while 
at anchor in any port or harbour, and to enter the river of Canton as an armed lliip, and give 
notice to us of his arrival, and not proceed further without our orders. 

3Q. Notwithftanding the above diredions, we are informed that the Nonfuch was above a 
month in the Straits of Malacca, at Aclieen, Quidah, &c. where fhe difpofed of a conftderable 
quantity of opium on private account, and did not depart from thence before they received in- 
u lligence from a Portuguefe, that four Dutch fliips were cruizing for them ; they were after- 
.vards at Fort Marlborough, and the Patna rtoop, which was on no account to part from the 
Nonfuch, was difpatched to Bengal with the prodpee of the opium fold in the Straits. 

40. The Nonfuch is a new frigate-built fliip, flieathed with copper, carries 32 guns, and 
has on board a detatchment ofiepoys. According to agreement flie was to receive not lefs than 
2,000 cherts of opium for the Company ; but, from the quantity of private property laden on 
her, was not able to receive more than j,6oi.

4 1 - The agreement with Captain Thornhill fpecified, that he fliould proceed to Rhio t in 
the Straits of Malacca, where he was to endeavour to difpofe of the 1,466 Chefts of opium 
laden, on the Bctfey to the beft advantage, in exchange for which he was to receive Spamih 
dollars, tin, pepper, or other commodities fuited to the China market; that he was to be joined 
in the month of June by the Company’s armed {hip Yarmouth, then on a voyage to the ebaft 
of Coromandel with ftores, which would aflift him in tranfporting to China luch goods as he 
ilioukl receive in exchange for the opium, and alfo protea him againft the enemy. 

42. Had this voyage been accompli iked, we have great reafon to imagine that the Hon wr- 
able Company would IrAve reaped contulerable advantage from it. It is therefore with great 
forrow we inform your Honours, that the Betfey was captured in the month of March laft\ by 
a fmail privateer, called the St. Thcrefe, in company with one of the Dutch Company’s fhips, 
but not before as much of the opium had been fold as produced the fum of Dollars 59,600, which 
was paid into the Honourable Company’s Treafury, according to agreement. 

4?. As the freight of this fliip, as well as the Nonfuch, was paid before hand, contrary to 
the ufual cuftom, we were under the neceflity (thouh with regret) of accepting the bills drawn 
on us to that amount. 

44. The obje£V of the Honourable the Governor and Supreme Council of Bengal, was r 
raile a fum of money to anfwcr the exigencies of the Honourable Company’s affairs in that ; > 
of India, and at the fame time afford us a fupply for providing the inveftnaent of the prefent \ t ar, 
which money was to be raifed by fubfeription ; and upon the receipt thereof the fublcrihors 
Were entitled to certificates, which they were to exchange here for our bills on the Honoura!; 
Court of Dire&ors; that if the amount of the cargoes, when fold, ilioukl not come up to : < 
fum fubferibed, a proportionate dedu&ion was to be made by us from every fum fubfcvibtd . 
and the difference repaid to the fubferibers at Bengal, with an intereft of 8 percent, per annum ; 
and if the 1 ale or fafe arrival of the opium fliould by any accident be prevented, the money 
to be repaid to the fubferibers at the Treafury in Fort William, with the intereft above 
mentioned. 

45. The importation of opium being ftrongly prohibited by the Chincfe Government, and 
abufmefs altogether new to us, it was ncceffary to take our mcatures with the utmoftcaution. 
.As this article is frequently difpofed of at Macao, where it can be landed without interruption. 
Wear firft'determined to keep the fliip a few days at that place, till fomething could be ed 
on relative to the difpofal of the cargo ; but on confuiting with Sinqua, one of the newly- 
appointed Hong merchants, and a conlklerable dealer in opium, lie was of opinion her remaining 
there might caufe inquiries to be made, which would be attended with inconveniences; at the 
fame time aflured us he would ufe every endeavour to ferve the Company upon this ocean.on 
Weliad alfo acquainted Poan Khequa with the affair, who gave it as-his opinion that the fliip 
fhould go to Whampoa, to prevent lufpicion : We therefore ordered Captain Richardfon to « <> ♦ 
ceed thither ; and likewife font for our Chop to return to Canton. In the mean time we had 
icveral conferences with Sinqua, whom we wiflied to treat with for the bale of the cargo he 
would not, however, come to any concluiion till we had feen Poan Khequa, whom he was • cr 
defirous fliould take fome part -of it in conjundiron with him, and whole power and influence 
he thought would protedl him, in cafe of any trouble from the Mandarins, which'is fometitues 
attended with veryforious conferences ; we therefore, having received our Chop, returned to 
Cartton, where wc arrived on the 18th of Auguft. We took the firft opportunity after ou> ar¬ 
rival to fee Poan Khequa, to whom we represented the great for vice he w ould render the Honour 
able Company, if he could fuggeft any plan to aflift us in the difpofal of the Nonfuch’s c; >;o. 
He laid his exertion fliould be ufed ; that he would confult with Sinqua on his arrival from 
Macao, and endeavour at fome expedient to ferve us ; but declared he would not take any ct a- 
ccrn in it himfolf. On Sinqua’s arrival they had foveral meetings, but without coming to any 
determination. We wiflied very much that Sinqua would purchafe it and Poan Khequa become 
fecurityfor the payment. This however could not be accompliihed, as Poan Khequa was tin • 
Willing to have his name made ufe of in the affair in any fhape whatever; in which he certainly 
was not to blame, as it might, if known, afford his numerous enemies an opportunity to give 
him infinite trouble. 

■46. 'After many defultory conferences, the following propofals were made us 
Sinqua; he offered 200 head dollars per cheft, to pay 100,000 on or before the Chirr . 
new year (2d of February) and to difebarge the whole in twelve months from the 
time the agreement fliould be concluded. Wc told him, that on fuch terms the Com¬ 
pany would be conlklerable lofers, and.prelkd him to offer fomething more: He then

: opofed 210 dollars, declaring that was the higheft price he could venture to afford* 
Should his terms be accepted, lie propofed purchasing a Ship at Macao, on which he 
would lade 1,400 cherts, for the Malay Coart, and fell the reft at Whampoa. 

47. His reafon for exporting it is the immenle quantities brought by the Macao 
Ships* which has fo well lupplied the prefent demand, as not to afford him an oppor¬ 
tunity of difpofing of any confiderable part of it to advantage. Though thefe terms arc 
not very advantageous* they were only once offered to us during the lpace of more than 
three months that the Ship had keen here. Sinqua, though a new rnan to us, is a 
Hong merchant, has great credit, and has tranfadled bufinefs of this kind with individuals 
to a great amount, and has always difeharged his obligations with honour and punctu¬ 
ality,; we therefore determined to accept his terms, feeing no other alternative* but to 
return the cargo to Bengal, by which the Honourable Company would have incurred 
the rifk of the leas and enemies, the payment of a high freight, and 8 per cent, per 
annum on ten lacks of rupees. 

48. 'The lofs to the Honourable Company, including port charges, demurrage, factory 
charges, allowed the Captain, will amount to about 69,973 dollars. For the particu¬ 
lars wc beg leave to refer your honours to the cnclofed account current, and account 
fales. 

49. Had the Supreme Council, which it was in their power to do, prevented th c 
exportation of opium on the Macao fliips, or had the Commander, agreeably to his 
orders, proceeded to China without deviation, by which he would have arrived above 
a month before them, we have not the leaft doubt but it might have been fold to a 
confiderable advantage ; but on a review of thefe circumftances, with the extravagant and 
unufual terms of the freight, demurrage, faftory charges, See. we cannot help being 
of opinion, that private confulerations have been fullered to interfere too much, for any 
benefit that may have been intended to the Honourable Company. 

50. We hope tor the Honourable Court’s approbation of our condudl in this affair; the no¬ 
velty and nature of the confignmenl has been the fource of much trouble and anxiety ; and 
though we wifh to have had in our power to do better, we may truly fay wc have exceeded 
our expeditions. 

51. As thc cargo is to be delivered at Macao, we difpatched Mr. Bruce to that place to give ' 
the neceftary directions, and return thc bill of lading. 

r2. By the terms of the agreement with Sinqua, the Nonfuch’s cargo was to be delivered by 
the end of November, but on account of the private trade the Grand Chop could not be pro¬ 
cured before the 12th December. 

53. As this fhip has no returning cargo, and the fecuritv merchant would he thereby fubjedf: 
to the exactions of the Hoppo for deficiency of duties, we applied to Poan Khequa, Cnowqua, 
Mungua, and Shy Kinqua, to become joint fecurities, whom we underftand the Hoppo has 
compelled to promife the fum of 20,000 tales on that account, and the pretence of her being a 
fhip of war, of which, on account of thc lepoys on board, he cannot, nor will not be perfuaded 
to the contrary. 

86 . The Governor General and Council of Bengal acquainted us, that it was their 
intention to tranfmit to us lifts of the certificates granted on each fhip, diftinguifhing 
thole granted on the Nonfuch from thofe on the Betfcy : Only one lift, however, was 
fent us, but neither in that nor in the certificates was any diftinclion. To wait 
till we could have further advices from Bengal would not only have been a great hard¬ 
ship and inconvenience to thofe whole certificates were arrived, but a lofs to the Com¬ 
pany, of 8 per cent, per annum on the whole lubfcription. We therefore thought it 
:alvifeable, as the fubfepption for the Nonfuch was not opened till fomc months after 
the Bet fey’s, to admit thofe of a later date, and rejedted the earlier ones ; for thefe we 
granted bills to the amount of dollars 222,941 3 . -66ths ; how many certificates remain to 
be prefented we are yet ignorant, as well as the amount of the fubfeription, fo that 
we have not had it in our power to make any proportionate dcdudHon, agreeable to the 
terms of the advertifement, if it fhould exceed the produce of the cargo. We tranf¬ 
mit ted a lift of the certificates accepted to the Honourable the Governor General and 
Council, that they may be enabled to clear up any miftakes our want of information 
may have occafioned.

inyeftment that you had entered into engagements with Mr. Cudbert Thornhill, for pay ng 
into our TreafuiVthe produce of 1,466 chefts of opium, laden on the Bet fey, to be diipof; < 
b v him at the Malay ports for the fame purpofe ; and that certificates had been granted to t : * 
amount of ten lacks of rupees on each concern, for which bills were to be drawn by us u t-Sa 
terms of the feafon. 

Wcare now to inform you, that the opium by^ the Nonfuch has been difpofed of, after nu¬ 
merous difficulties, at the rate of 210 head dollars pereheft, 100, coo dollars to be paid 
be for the 2d February 1783, the remainder in the couri’e of 12 months : Thefe were the - i 
and only terms we were able to procure, on account of the great quantity brought to Mi ’< 
the /hips belonging to that City. We lament that when your Board determined to fend r 
article here on t he Company’s account, fo much was permitted to be brought by individuals, as 
that circumfiance may be faid with truth to have ruined the iale of the Nonfiich’s cargo, an 
defeated in a great meafure the intent of a fupply for the preient year, by laying us under the 
neceffity of allowing fuch a long credit to the purchafer, who can have no proipedt of . 
any confiderable part of it here. 

The benefit resulting to the Honourable Company, and the relief which we are fenfible it mu ft 
afford you, have induced us to ufe every poffible means of dnpofi.ng of this cargo to the heft 
advantage ; we muft neverthclefs beg leave to reprefont to you, that the difficulties and incon¬ 
veniences attending it arc fo great, that we could wi/li you would not in future purfue the f > 
method of fupplving us with funds, except in the laft neceffity, in which cafe no diligence ..d 
care ftiall be wanting on our part to eufurc fuccefs. If the urgency of affairs ihouhl compel you 
to fuch a {fop, we requcflyou will effectually prevent individuals, either Foreigners or Eng -iffi, 
from exporting any opium for this market, as the only ground on winch we can flatter our- 
ielvcs with any hopes of relieving you in the difpofa! of this articles.

E X T R J C T of 'Bengal General Consultations, the 3^ March 1783* 

The Governor General lays before the Board the following papers, which he has received from 
Captaii) Thornhill, who is juft returned from China, concerning the capture of the Bctfy, with 
her cargo of opium, at Rhio, 

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

Some days after the departure of Captain Thomns Forreft from this port, I arrived from Que- 
dah, iound here deputies from Rajah Hadgie, King of Rhio, to Captain Forreft, with full powers 
to conclude a treaty oflVnrtve with the Englifh. In his abfence they applied to me for advice how 
they ought to proceed, and in confidence informed me, that Rajah Hadgie had concluded a treaty 
with the Ring of.that cliftrlSt of the Lelebes called Gua; that he was endeavouring to detach from 
his alliance with the Dutch the king of the dilirift called Bony, which Unrounds Mealfer,and had 
hopes which the appearance of the Englifh would greatly faciliate; that the Sultans of Maltarram 
and Dallam Gonng, on Java, with Palimbang and Ban far, were ah in waiting; and as the YV.ad jo 11 
Government were always maintaining a piratical war, they had the whole ifland of Lelebes, and 
great eft part of Java ; Malacca was his concern, and he required for laid attempt but little aflift- 
ance * They inform me, as news, that they are with certainty informed, that the Sultans of the Mp- 
licee 1 (lands have attacked the Dutch under the Sultan of Tidore; that by two Prows from 
M’ndar, they hear that the people of Ceram have fur prized and takpnthe fort.of Amboyna, that 
4hey had brought 100 pecul of cloves to Bally, of which 32 pecul have come to Rhio. That the 
Dutch have h: d no veftel from Europe (ince the beginning of the war. That iron is 33 Sp. Ds. 
per pecul. One inftance of their diftrels ;—and if we take the ufual decrements ot life among 
European? in Batavia, they can have very few, Europeans remaining, which with certainty we 
niay conclude from the following circumftances; viz, the (lore (hip to Malacca had only ten 
European officers included, the people of Bally, have taken, plundered, and burnt one of their (hips 
fitted ‘for war; and it is reported thflt the natives on hoard two (hips laying in Batavia roads had 
murdered the Dutch, and failed for Bencqpkn; that there was only, five fliips in Batavia roads irt 
September laft; that from interipr information, he is affured, invalids and civilians inclufive, 
there is not above 100 Europeans in Malacca, anti of them the mercantile are in the Englifti in- 
tpreft: that their 600 new-raifed Malays he confiders as his own, though paid by the Dutch ; 
and the Chinefe he knows won’t fight.—This contains the fubftance of their information : I ad- 
vifedthem, as they had miffed Captain Forreft, to fend an ambaffador to Bengal to conclude the 
treaty there, and perfonally lolicit afti fiance, fuch as the. Englifti could fpare, or the fervice 
dernaa' 1 —in mean time to leave no ftone unturned to confolidate nil the Javans, all the Buggehes, 
and hfs weftero confederates, to be ready to attack at once; which, by diftra&ing the attention 
qfthe Dutch, would facilitate their fchemes. 

Topojntoutthe difference betwixt the independent fovereignsconnededonly withEngliftitrader?, 
and. the puppets to which the Dutch leave the name of kings ; to (Emulate their avarice by a com¬ 
parison of the prices which they now receive, with thofe the Englifti daily give; to give the direft 
lye to the affertiop of the Dutch, that the Englifti Company have no dollars, and are unequal to 
the pu^chafe of the wbple of their produce, as you know that 40,000 peculs tin and pepper have 
been carried from Rhio by traders, which they dignify with the name of pirates, in one year ; to 
them, as the Dutch are now incapable to fulfil their contra£U, thefe contracts virtually ceafe 
Vou VL D d to 
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to lie m force, and from the failure on the part of the Dutch the Rajahs are, confident with juft ■ e, 
at liberty to renew them or not; that fhould they incline, as independent iovereigns, to giv a 
preference to the Knglifh, 1 could venture to alfurethero, that the hnglilh would willingly accept 
tliel'e contraXs, and give in much more equitable terms than they at prefent had, and would wot. 
only take their yearly produce after the war, but likewile fuch lurplus as might remain in theirh nds 
at the end of this prelent war; that in their connexions with the Engltlh, 1 could allure i mn 
irom authority, that they would not change their tyrants, but would find the protection of a fa¬ 
ther they giving an equivalent, in the exaXnd's oi fulfilling their contracts, as the bans ot tie 
feparate t,M propofed to be eftablilhed, they well knowing that in all fuch connexions the ad¬ 
vantages mult be teciprocal, otherwile they will not be lading; I hey laid, the truth_of wh.it t 
advanced was notonouily known to ail, and accordingly would appear, lliould even a (mall . 
come from the Knglilh, and even without force, in the prefent weak date of the Dutch, they were 
diffidently ItrongtQ relieve themi'elves, could they only be ad'ured of the proteXion of the KmjiP, 
when the prefent war ceales —they returned to Rhio in a few days, and 1 have not yet irut 
whether they have or mean to fend a man to Bengal. 

Should thefe people apply, and our means enable us to affid them, whoever commands mud 
brJ with Inin a dock of patience to bear with the tedious confultat.cn, and their outn mod,s ot 
S’curng tln-ir n-folves; and mult expeX very little affiftance from them in the oftmhve ope,;,, 
tons of the war, they having little coinage; but their numbers their knowledge ot the teen ■* >< 
aXion. their many and quick-failin ; prows, their aXual addrefs m a defultoi y war, the pi, , 
which nature has -oven them, and their prompt obedience to tbeir Rajahs, would greatly lay. mat.

Janunry 20th. Have juft heard that the Dutch fleet, confiding of two fhips, and one grab 
ketch from Batavia, with the Malacca ftore ftrip, one lnow, twp 11 oops guarda cottas, and two 
Java faowsas tranlports, are gone to Rhio.

Sir, 

hi my laft, by St. Cruz, T acquainted you that we had got the fhipBetfey into the river Rhio, 
v ! el imagined flie was very fafefrom any attempts of an enemy (this being a neutral port) 
but 1 am truly forry to acquaint you now, that it has proved otherwile, owing entirely to the 
treacherous behaviour of the Mallays towards us. 

On the morning of the firft of March four veflels made \heir appearance in the Offing, and 
came into the roads the fame day ; they proved to be a Dutch lhip of forty guns, a French fhip of 
eighteen guns, and a Dutch fnow and Hoop, armed veflels of ten guns each. On the morning 
ot the fecond, I found the French fhip was warping into the river; I immediately moved the 
Betley further up, clofe to the Mallay fort (where they have a boom acrofs the river) and fent 
to tlie King repeatedly for leave to pafs, and carry the fliip up to town ; but lie put us off from 
time to time with evafive anlwers, and at laft told us pofitively we could not pafs: this was 
what I never knew refufed to an Englifh lhip before. I had alfo propofed to Rajah Ally (the 
perlon who bought the three hundred chefts) to land a quantity of the opium into his godpwns 
to lighten the fhip, in order to carry her up the river with more eafe; this he had contented to 
and promifed to fend his prows for it in the night; but this the King thought proper to pre¬ 
vent. By this time, being the afternoon of the fecond, the French fhip had got into the river, 
and almoft within gun fhot of us; and finding that the fnow and Hoop alfo were coming in, I 
went afliore myfelf to the King, who was at his fort, and acquainted him of this circum- 
llance; at the fame time told him, that as he would not let us pafs the boom, I intended to 
go a long fide of the French fhip, and engage her (this we could eaftly have done, being then 
juft high water) but 1 thought we could not expcdl to do from all the three. His anfwer was, 
that 1 muft by no means do fo, for if l did, he would look upon me as an aggreffor in his 
port, and turn his guns upon me accordingly; and at the fame time affured me, he would do 
the fame by the french and Dutch, ftiouJd they fire firft. This, indeed, both him and many 
of the principal peop’e of the place had told me before, and that they would by no means fuffer 
the fhip to he taken in their port. All this I thought appeared very reafonahle, had they only* 
been as good as their words. They had by this time got all their guns in the fort loaded and 
ready, and not lefs thnn fifteen hundred armed men in it, befules about fifteen prows with two 
great guns each. All thefe preparations and nffurances led me to believe that they were in 
earneft. 1 had then no remedy left, but to moor the fhip to the beft advantage where fhe 
was (which J did acrofs the river, within a ftone’s throw of their fort) and truft to their pro- 
nftfed afliftance, which 1 think they had in th ir power to give us very effectually. 

In this fituation we continued until the morning of the fourth, by which time the fliip, 
fnow, and Hoop, were moored in a line abreaft of us, within gunfhot (1 mean their gunfhot, 
The F rench fhips being nine and twelve pounders, and the fnow and floop was fupplied with 
two eighteen pounders each; and men alfo from the Dutch fhip, whicli continued in the roads ». 
i hey being thus prepared, the French fhip began to fire, which we immediately returned, and 

continued 
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continued Four or five broad Tides, But finding that none of our (hot reached them, beTg 
snoftly four pounders, whrlfTtfeirs either ttruck our fix ip, or went over her (though th 7 
‘luckily did not kill any of our people; and finding that the Mallays did not offer to fire a gun, 
or give us the leaft a Hi fiance, as they had propifed, 1 ordered our firing to ceajfe) it beuv v ot 
no ule, at the ditlance they had chole to engage us; and called the officers, &c. upon.dn.ck> 
and alked then opinion, which coincided with my own, and was, that we had it not in our 
power to injure the enemy. The jfliip was .moored with four anchors down, and could not ! * 
moved in the face of their fire; indeed; had their been no enemy, it would have been difficuU, 
.it being thten low water, and the river fo narrow, that two of our anchors were high and.dry 
in the mud, one on each fide the river. We thought it therefore expedient to ftrike our tv• 
Jours, to lave the lives of the people, many of which imifl have been loft had we per fak'd, 
without a prQbahility of the lofs of a man on their fide; and it was evident that we nuft g; >;• 
iiipthe fillip at I aft ro fe fup rrior a force ; and it would have been but a poor confolaticn, aft 
throwing away the lives of a number of people to no purpofc, to,have had the vanity of lay; 
we fought them fo lon^; in ffiort, to have held out longer, at iuch a <li fad vantage, I preibi 
by the thinking part of mankind would have been deemed next to madnefs. The behavour 
*he officers, Europeans, and people in general, was luch, that 1 have great reafon tobehcVe 
(had there been a profpedt, even a very diftant one, of iuccefs) they wopld have done their vuty

EXTRACT of General Letter from Bengal, dated 5 th April, 1783. 

Para. 15. Captain Thornhill, who proceeded from hence into the Straits of Malacca, to 
nfiift in completing the fale of the opium which had been laden on the Betfey, and to fuperin- 
ternl the remittance oLits; produce to China., being, now returned, has delivered us a letter 
.addrelied to him by Captain Gedd j s, who commanded the Betfey, giving a full account of her 
capture in the liver of Rlfio, which appears to have been contrived and. executed by the con¬ 
nivance of the Chief of that place, who had been bribed by. the enemy for his forbearance, while 
their fhips entered the river, and were allowed to take pofieflion of her. 

16. A calamity .like this cannot fail, in its firfl imprefiion, of fuggefling a flrong fufpicion 
of mifcondu6t. From the relation of Captain Geddes, which we have every reafon to believe 
to be flriflly true, we mull in jufiice acquit both him and Captain Thornhill of blame for this 
unfortunate event, although it may leave (Longer inputation on the original undertaking, fiom 
which, had it fucceeded, we fhouid have derived much credit: It has failed from caufes 
which can produce no impeachment of our dilcretion in the grounds on which it was con- 
ill ailed, and in effect we had no other refource. Upon this fubjedl we iliall fpeak more at large 
hereafter* 

T 7* I he certificates which were granted, by us upon this cargo having been rendered null by 
the lofs of it, we have granted freili certificates to the holders of iuch. as preferred receiving 
bills on you at China to the re-payment of their loans here; and thefe certificates will entitle 
them to bills upon the arrival of the pepper which we had defired the Prefidency of Fort Mal- 
bro’ to confign to Canton, or upon the firfl fund received from us, which fhall be realized to 
that amount. :

We had the produce of the inanufadlure for two years lying on hand, unfaleable, on 
account of the dangerous navigation for iliips of no force in the Streights of Malacca, which were 
infilled by the enemy’s Cruizers* Neither of the modes which were adopted under thefe circum- 
ftances would have been agreed to as a public roeafure, could individuals have been inclined to en¬ 
gage in the Opium Trade—we therefore beg you to view the tranfaflion in this light. Part of 
the opium fent On the Betfey to Rhio was lold at 350 dollars per cjieft, and the whole would 
have ibid well, but by a treacherous connivance of the Chief of Rhio with the Dutch, the for¬ 
mer fuffered the neutrality of this Port to be violated, and the veflel was attacked and cap¬ 
tured, under the cover of his guns, with the remainder of her cargo, which was on hoard, 
and which the Chief would not fuffer to he landed ; hut on application for permilfion, pro mi fed 
his proteblion to the veflel, the more eiFeblually to lull the apprehenfions of the commander, 
and to cover his defigns.

Tiie Governor General. 

The contraCt for providing the opium expires on the 1 ft of next September. It will be found 
impoflible in pradUce, however much it may be w I died in theory, to mile a revenue from 
opium by ejicreafing the revenue piid by the Rvots, who cultivate the foil in which it is pro¬ 
duced, or by leav ng the opium in free trade. To keep the preparation of the opium perfcCt and 
uniform for public (ale, the whole provifton of it tnuft he given, by agency or contract, to fp$- 
ci I managers, or to alociety of merchants contracting for the whole. 

( To fuch a fociety the contradl maybe blade out for five years, on condition that they fupply 
thy Company's cafhat China annually, to a certain amount, with the proceeds of the opium. 

'The opium, after it is manufactured, may be fold to the different mercantile adventurers of 
CVcutra, under certain Imputations; or, what would be more confonant to the advantage of 
this country, and the fecurity of the cprrt nt fpecie, the fociety ftiould Be obliged to export the 
whole of the opium for file, and eftabfifli an emporium to the eartward for that purpofs. The 
Dutch Company, who cannot carry on their eaftern trade without a certain quantity of opium, 
•might he obliged to pay the amount of what they receive in cafh to our Supercargoes at Can¬ 
ton; and it might at the fame time be liipuiated with them, that they (hould guarantee to our 
Opium Society whatever emporium they fix on <0 the eaftwatd, whether at Tringana, the Sul - 
t in of which port has lately made an offer of it to us, by a letter which I have juit received 
f 1 om him, or at any other place that may be found morefecure and convenient.

The books of the Society .(hould 
be hbpt open to all the proprietors, and for the infpeCtion of Government, and (hares (hould be 
nude transferable like India flock at home, or inlurancedlutres here. By this means every nier- 
cJianr might invert a part of his property in the opium concern, and the profits upon it would 
be open to all adventurers. 

The goods purchafed by the Society, in return for their opium, to the eartward, might be 
carried, freight free, by the Company's (hips to China, and thereby fave the Society the Tinmo- 
der.'te expences of (hipping; and the opium might likewife be (hipped in the Company’s (hips, 
to lie left at the Society’s emporium, or floating fadlory.

Irifpe£lion, dated 29th April 1785. 

Par. 1, Since our nddrefs to'your Honourable Court of the 25th March, in the fecret department 
•ofinfpc&ion, & retrenchments, a copy of which is lent a number in this packet, ut temion 
has been principally engaged in endeavouring to form arrangements for the permanonr < up port o l 
your trade and credit at Canton ; and to eftablifh fuch a fyftem, on the folid principles <• ’ com - 
fierce, as would ultimately relieve you from the heavy burthen of yow bonded debts at , 0 t 
different Prefidenci.es in India, retain the current fpecie in the provinces, and fecure to th parent 
dhtte lulling advantages from the trade of Alia, 

2. In confidering the heft means of maintaining and improviifg your trade with the i inefir $ 
have fuppofed that the measures which were lately adopted in England, for the reduction o duties 
upon tea, will inevitably lead to the encreafe of your Tales in that branch of comim: \ and tha? 
you will of courfe define 4 greater number of your (hips than ufual to the port of • niton ; and 
it follows, as a natural confluence, that your credit in China will demand a more enlarged fup- 
port, nor is therenny quarter from which that fupport can be had more ohvioutly tlvj.n f om yout 
Government of Bengal. 

3. Your fu per cargoes at Canton have only made to us a general reprefentation of 
wants, We underftand, from private information, that the native merchants of tha city at m 
advance to them in no let* a fun) than two hundred and nienty thoufand pounds lie !mg. r >* 
therefore eflential for your intereft that the credit of the Company fhould be maintained zw,\' t< 
ly in the eilimation of the ClVmefe merchants. A further exportation of fpecie from.these pro, 
vinces canon no account he attempted, nor can any of your other frefidencies afford to fend rhe 
5>idof commercial fuppiies to yqur fadtorv fit Canton; and we have reafon to appi h ■ b p - 
vate remittances, which have hitherto furnilhed .1 very confideraible fund for die lupport f youi 
China trade, haveof late beei^very infufficlerrt for that purpofe. 

4. Having taken all thefe circumftances into our particular confederation, r i being ( n- 
icerely anxious to enable you to realise yoilr expectations from your commerce with ('Tina, and 
with a view to preventing heavy draft# upon your treatury in Europe, we haveblued a pabhc.il i 
and circulated it through all the fettlements, offering the opium of November next 'or c.iii\ paid 
into your treafury at Canton, to fopply the cargoes for your China (hips of th approach;:? 
ifeafon. 

qp How far this propofal, and the encouragement which it holds out, will be produ<5Hve of t 
relief intended by them, we cannot yet venture to pronounce; but we are determined, in cafe hi. 
ihall approve the meafure, to apply the proceeds of the opium manufacture in fu are •: he £•<■*• 
clufive benefit of your China trade. 



6, We have the honour to enclofe a copy of a minute which your Governor General has deli- 
•v c :red on this fubjeft, with copies of the plans enclofed in it, and to recommend them to your par¬ 
ticular attention : Our opinions on them will attend you with the next difpatch. 

11. In regard to the opium plan, the ohje&ions that will naturally he made to it as a plan 
of monopoly, are ofrje&ions which can ne^ver he obviated while any conhderahle revenue is deft red 
to he derived from it. The opium, like the fair, mull be manufa 61 ured in theie provinces on the 
footing of a monopoly, or the revenue muft fail. It will he obferved, that the fale of the opium 
mij;ht be exempted from the unfavourable checks of a monopoly fyftem, and left open to every 
bidder at the Calcutta market, had we poffeffed a port to the eaftward to which opium fold by 
public fale to the Bengal merchants might be carried, and fecurely difpoled of to the trading in¬ 
habitants of the Eaftei n lflands. It would cor tainly be more confonant to the advantages of an open 
trade, that the opium, if even manufactured by contra#, fhould be fold to the higheft bidder at 
Calcutta; but the want of fome iafe and certain eftabli foment to the eaftward, as an Emporium 
to the merchants of this place, expofes every private adventurer in the article of opium to the 
gr-ateft rifques, and renders it neceffaty to concentrate a general in tereft, to give as much fecurity 
as poflible to the fuccefs of our opium Tales in the eaflern Teas. 

12. The rifque to which private adventures in opium are fo much expofed, oblige them to 
export lecretiy a considerable quantity of fpecie together with their opium, to make good at all 
events their engagements to pay money in China. This is an evil which we wilh to obviate in 
every degree. Indeed we conlider the further exportation of (pecie from thefe provinces, as 
public credit now ltands, in fo alarming a point of view, that w.e imagine it would be more foe 
your intereft to transfer the opium entirely to the Dutch, on the condition of their paying it$ 
value in money into your Treafury at Canton, than to leave it on its prefent uncertain footing. 

1$. We fliall endeavour to concert meafures with the Governor General and Council of Ba¬ 
tavia for the feeurity of the opium trade. Jn ccxnfidering this fubje#, we are induced to ex- 
prefs our wifh, that it were poflible to exchange Negapatam for the Fort of Malacca; a fecure 
: blUhment in fo favourable a position would give real vigour to our Ealiern Trade, and throw 

within the command of Bengal a regular fupply to your Treafury at Canton, with every ad¬ 
vantage to this Government, while it would procure to the Company a permanent fuperiority 
in Europe in the china commerce. 

14. The exchange of Negapatam for the Fort of Malacca can be effected only by negocia-r 
tion, and by the authority ot his Majefty’s Minifters. Thcojije# is important, and we ear t? 
neiliy recommend it to your ferious and immediate confuleration. We th nk it necelfary at the 
fame time to hint, that if the exchange be not effe6led fpeedily, and before the States General 
are fully informed of confequences it might have relative to their Eaftern trade, difficulties 
v.rould probably increafe to prevent tlieir acceding to the rngjffgre, They confider Negapatam 
as of much greater importance to them than Malacca; hut their poffeffion of Negapatam could 
be of little detriment to ogf interefts upon the cpaft, and the Fort and Town of Malacca would 
he) a rooft important acquifttion to Bengal. 


EXTRACT of Bengal Revenue Conjultaliom nth July 1785. 

The following minute of the Governor General having been received on the 4th inftant, ij 
was circulated to the other Members of the Board, who approving thereof, the advert ifement; 
’hereafter entered was prepared agreeable to the Governor General’s motion; but, on being iub- 
milted to the Board, they disproved of, and directed the Third Article to be omitted. 

Governor General. 

It being neceffary to determine before the clofe of the prefent difpatches what jneafures are to 
be adopted relative to the opium, the contra# for which expires on the 31ft Auguft next—I 
have endeavoured to inform myfelf upon the fubje#. 

If there is a merit in the detail which I atn now to lay before the Board, it is chiefly due to 
Mr. Yonge .at Patna, a gentleman of real abilities, and of extraordinary knowledge in the 
Company’s revenues. The different plans which we haye already tranlinitted to the Company

T.d an opinion, and which met my own ideas fully, till I examined the fubje&, and recti v d 
Authentic information regarding it. The Hate of Kahar, the country where by far the greater 
part of the opium is produced, was not fully attended to by the Company. I heir wifhes * eve 
founded upon an erroneous idea, that Bahar confifts of a few large Zemindaries, like the g. ; r 
pan of Bengal, and that the Zemindars had entered into engagements for the revenues of the 
counttv : But this is fo far from being the flate of Bahar, as l am informed, upon miner 
<iuirv, that there are very few Zemindaries of confiderable extent in it; by much the gnu.. r 
part of that province coilfdts of fro all milkiats, or little eftatss, the property of an irom 'in- 
number Puitydars, or joint proprietors of fmgle villages, as well as of entire Purgunnal v. t 
underHand that the various perfons poflefled of Zemindary rights of Bahar cannot amount to.

The lands of the country are not cultivated by the Zemindar or farm, r, 
l, ut hy the common Ryots, who have a certain property in the crop, which is paid for either 
in money or kind, agreeably to the rate of the pot t ah, or leafe, and u I ages of each purgun. ..b; 
,m<! thefe rates and ufages are all underlined by the Ryots; they are jealous of their eltablifhe 1 
riehts, and fufpicians of every innovation. It is from the Ryots that the revenue is real; I, 
whetlier it be colleded hv a Zemindar or renter; the latter could only be induced to give an 
Increafe for the opium lands from a certainty that the Ry . ,s would agree to : 1 he averm . of 
the Ryots to innovations tending to increafe their payments would, I underhand, prove ail m- 
fupei able ohflacle to that mode of increafing the revenue; but fuppofing that this ihould not c 
the cafe ii is not from (peculation, but a certainty of advantage, that the hufhandman m . 
country cultivates the foil; but what proiped could the Ryot have of ever difpofing of his or t:«* 
for a lum that lliould enable him to pay to a Zemindar or renter fo confiderable an mcre.V. • on his 
pottah, and indemnify him alio for Iris labour? To do this, hemuflfel! t for many tin 
than it was ever fold for in his country, which he could not entertain the mol. diftant of; 
hefides, the rents are colktfed from the Ryots monthly, and not when the produce is bro-g.u 
to maiket; fo that hy this mode a Ryot would be utterly undone before a fmgle ounce of opium 
would be produced; and thus, having nothing but diftrefsbefore him from cultivating the poppy. 
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lie would give it up altogether, and turn his induftry to the raifing of more profitable articles, 
the opium trade would be in the courfe of time totally annihilated. 


It is alfo proper to remark that a confiderable part of the opium is produced in the jaglvires 
ar.d o ner lands which pay no rent to Government; fo that were the plan practicable within tho 
Company’s lands, it would alter all be but partially beneficial to them. 

Let us now Oonfider the fecond pofition, namely, that of laying the trade open to all purcha- 
r >, and levying a duty upon the exportation of opium equal to the prefent profit arifing upon it. 

I his mode has not indeed fo many objections againft it as the former, neverthelefs there are 
iome very weighty ones. 

It is a received maxim in finance, that the more yon Increafe the duty upon a commodity, 
i ie more you add to the temptation to finuggle. Hence it has been lately relolved in England 
o change the mode of colleCllng the duty upon fome articles of confumption ; and inftead of 
levying it upon the importer, it is now col led od on the confurher. In this country the praCli o 
oi f muggling is much more eafily carried on than at home; nor could the evil of finuggling the 
opium be cor reded by a Mx on tbe confutner, for rt is an article of exportation, and the con- 
ifumers are the Malays and Chinefe. 

• 

It the trade was to be thrown op°n, every adventurer would he preparing it in a different 
manner; and ir he did not adulterate it himJelf, he would be liable to be impofed upon by every 
111111 from whom he pnichafed it; a knowledge of tbe quality of the opium, efpecially in its 
c.ude A ate, is to be-acquired only by experience. 1 bus where tlie quality woud be various, 
and liable to every I species of debafemerit, the commodity would of courfe lofe its reputation at 
foreign markets, which would lefieti the demand for it ; the quantity exported would be of courfe 
dimini fired, and ultimately caufe a decreafe in the amount ot the duty or revenue on it. 

Having i ully examined the two former modes, t fie la ft is to explained, viz. a monopoly of the 
1 , purchafe <)f the opium from the Ryots, as is now pr^ifed. — I entertain my llure of the 
geneial prejudices which prevail at home againft every (yftem that bears appearance of mono¬ 
poly: Much has been laid againft the monopoly pf opium; nor does the immediate apparent 
S ),n l, P on if as a monopoly appear of magnitude enough as an inducement to perlift in it; but 
value of the commodity to thefe provinces is a different confidration; and 1 very much be¬ 
lieve that it never was, and never can be feeured to this country, on any footing but that of a 
onopoly ol fome kind or other, luch arc the difpofitions and habits of the natives, and the 
peculiar cuftoins of the country. 

It is a mi (take to imagine that monopolies \yer.e not praflifed under the. old country Govern¬ 
ments: They always did exift in various degrees. It is well known, that the fait collaries of 
Lengal were actually farmed out to a few lubftantial merchants, who on agreeing for the rents, 
and to pay a certain duty at the cufiom hotiles, had the entire fait trade in their own h^s; 
and the whole of tbe op:urtt and fall? petre of Baliar was held for many years by a merchant 
named Foker ul Toojar, who had the exclufiye privilege of fupdying the different European 
companies with thole articles, for which he paid an annual pefhcufh, or rent to Gpverntnent. 

Monopolies were of the earlieft dare in this country, and a principal means of raifiu*- the 
revenue, long before it came into the Company’s poiTeflion. It was upon the principle of mono¬ 
polies that foreign Companies were fit'll admitted in thefe provinces, and protedled in particular 
• ■r,inches ot trade. I he farming of the revenue to particular Zemindars and Renters, was a 
part or this fyftem*; and I fear that it will be found in the end, that it is only by fome (necies of 
monopoly that the opium can be made any certain fot/rce of produ&ive revenue. If this doc- 
nne is admitted and followed, Government muft referve to themlelves the firft purchafe of 
the opium from the Rvots, and then mnnuta&ure it on the footing of a contract or agency iu 
ns own hands. The former method has been followed for thefe thirteen years paft, and with 
evident-fuccefs: Tbe improvement of the quality of the commodity is eftabliflied by the ready 
Jale it always meets with; the price has progreftively rifen at the Company’s fales from year to 
ye;^r, while thequantity has almoll; doubled; an evident proof that it is either become an" article 
ot more general confumption than formerly, or that new markets have been opened for it.

An opinion has prevailed, that the cultivation of the poppy is oppreffive to the Rye 1 , who 
vvould rather cultivate any other article. I have endeavoured to afeertain the truth of this-, 
opinion, and J. find it is ill-founded. Every Ryot is glad to grow opium, hecanfe a df nee of 
protection is derived from it again# undue and unauthorized ex idtions but too frequently made 
» on them in the rents of their other lands. It is the intereft of the opium contra&or or agent 
to fupport the Ryot, and reprefent their grievances, which muft excite the jealoufy of the col¬ 
lectors of revenue. The Ryot who cultivates opium does not apply himtelf to that article 
alone, perhaps for one hegah, or third of an acre of opium, he fows ten with other articles.— 
Originally, in ! ed, it was the peculiar occupation of a particular cad of people called Guides: 
but lo beneficial lias it been found of late, that even Rajepoots and Bramins now applythem- 
lelves to it, which may he confidered as the principal caufe of the great increafe of the qua,nit \ 
ihe whole quantity of land lovvn with the poppy is, after all, but inconfiderable. For the 
tall lour years it has not exceeded forty thoufand begahs, the rent of which varies from t to 
ten rupees a hegah, according to the quality of the foil, to which the produce bears a pr - >r 
ti°n. 1 he fame lands tifually produce another harvefi of grain during the rains, for which no 
additional rent is paid. One Purgunnah has been mentioned to me as an example to ihew ho-.v 
lar the cultivation of the poppy can he fuppofed beneficial or oppreffive to the Ryot. The fol¬ 
lowing is given to me as an exa£t detail: 

In Purgunnah Fooiwarry and Bahar, the firfl year of the prefent opium contract, i,8c>> 
begahs (or thirds of an acre) were cultivated, the produce was 324 maunds, of 80 Sicca weigh*, 
for which the Contra&or paid 29,297. 8 rupees. The fecond year, 1,856 begahs, the pp J' ce 
was 379 maunds, which coll rupees, 37> 1 ^3 * *5* The la ft year the quantity of land cultivated 
was 1,827 begahs, which produced maunds 352, for which 34,131. 8. were paid. Th* whole 
J urgunnah is computed to contain 30,000 Iquare begahs ot land, very little of which is un¬ 
cultivated, I He revenue paid to Government for the fame period has been about 34.000 nv e,* 
at a medium; and it will appear from a ftatement. that the Ryots receive, for the artic of 
opium alone, a lum of money equal aluioll to the whole revenue of the Purgunnah. 

It the Board are of opinion the Company ought to referve the cQhivation of the poppy, >,d 
tne preparing the opium, in their own hands, tor the purpofe of realizing a public revenue, 
thei e are but two modes of conducing the bufineis—an agency, ora contrail; which ever mode 
is adopted, it ought to continue under our management for more than one year. '1 his is Mfi n- 
tially neceflary, in order to give the managers weight and conleq'uence in the country, and to 
feenre the confidence ot the Ryots, on which the fuccefs of the bufinefs mofl materially depends. 
If a contraA is preferred, it ought to he tor a term ot not lefs than four years; for as the com¬ 
petition to obtain it will probably caufe the proprietors to be very low and favourable to the 
Company, io it would not he worthwhile for any man of fubfianefe, or a company of merchants, 
to undertake it for a tingle year. 

An agency, if ably condudhd, and with fcrupnlous juftice to the Ryot?, would for various 
reafons be eligible ; and efpecialty as it might only be carried on till we near the final opinion of 
the Company; fli.l it. would, to whomloev^r granted, be Hated to he a grant of favour au<l pa¬ 
tronage, and create difeontent among thole whole allowances are reduced. 

[ therefore move the Board, that a public advertifoment be iffued, offering the Opium Con? ift 
to the perfon who /Irall propofe terms the mod advantageous for the Company, in fealed piopo 
fa!s.. i He Contrail Ihould be granted for to ur years, lubjeit to thp revocation of the Company, 
if difapproved of by them.

Hie Nonfuch armed fhip, with 1,601 chefls of opium on hoard, arrived fafe at Canton, and 
ti e Supra Cargoes dilpofed of the opium without incurring any of thole penalties which you fore¬ 
told. 1 hey write upon the lubjeCl to the Court of Directors as follows :— tc The objedfc of the 
Governor General and Council was to raife a fum of money to anfwer the exigencies of the 
Company s affairs in that part ot India, and at the fame time afford us a fupply for providing 
the investment tor the prefent year. Had opium not been imported in Rortuguefe fhips, and 
had the Captain obeyed his orders, we have not the leait doubt but it might have been fold to 
<c a Cunfiderable advantage.”

1 he total lofs to the Company, after payment of every charge in confequence of the Captain’s 
dilbheying his orders, was 69,973 dollars.” For this lofs, Sir, the Supreme Council are not 
ac countable.

obeying his orders, criminates me in the eyes of all Europe; and, were it to be pajfed unnoticed 
(iince it hath come to my knowledge) murt be conftrued into guilt. 

f fhnli therefore, fo far as relates to the above paragraph, animadvert thereon, and endeavour 
to convince you, Gentlemen, and the whole world, that the failure of the fales of the Company’s 
Opium was not owing to the Captain’s difobedience of orders, but from a different caufe, which 
no doubt will be di (covered, and the truth comeat, fhould you, Gentlemen, think proper to in- 
vertigate the matter. 

It is far from my intention to arraign tliecordu# of the Supra Cargoes in the difpofal of the 
Company’s opium, they ought to he the heft judges of their §wn condu£t ; but in order to vindi¬ 
cate and free myfelf from the afperfion they have been pleafed to fet forth againrt me, I muff here

Mud it not appear drange, that I fhould remain at China upwards of five months without tbo 
lead mifdemeartor pjftferied agamdflpe; nor do 1 know that I ever offended*?\mtefs it wrv 
often ioticiting hiy dtfc)iafge, as the fhip was laying at a very heavy demurage to the Company, 
of i to Spanilh dollars per day, and a great difappoimment to myfelf and owner ? And & on-h 1 
have frequented China ever iince, not a word of this nfppr.fion hath ever tranfpired, nor, m all 
probability, mould i ,pver have known it, but through the afprefaid pamphlet, which dill 
me in the dark, as to what orders I have difobeyed. 

If they fhould allude to my orders from the Governor General at Bengal, I beg to inform that 
they were very lhort, and as follows : 


That theNonfuch, having taken on board 1,601 cheds Patna opium on account of the Honour¬ 
able Company, tp be deliyeied to the fujpra cargoes at Canton, was’ to proceed with it to Chin 
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obferVing the inftru&ions of,my owner. Lieutenant Colonel Henry Watfon; which inftructio/is 
I implicitly obeyed, and have every reafon to believe, to his fatisfa&ion, On my return Mr. 
Mailings was likewife pleafed to compliment me on making fo extraordinary a paltige, avoiding 
the enemies, and on the good order of my fhip, which was then intended to carry General Coote 
to Madras; fo that 1 cannot think I offended, ordii'obeyed any ot his orders. .And 1 d;tre the 
whole commiflion of fupra cargoes to challenge me wichi dilobedience, or even neglect, of any 
ordg£S 1 received from them. 

Mr. Bradihaw, the then Chief Supra Cargo, is now in England, as is Mr. Harrifon; l therefore 
hope you will do me that juftice to demand of them where, and in what, I have been guilty. 

If they found me fo, why not charge me with it publickly ?—No !—Aflafliriation they rather 
chofe; to ftab me in the dark, to cover their own (not to call it by a harfher name) mifcohduCfc. 

My feelings (from the wound fo infidioufly aimed at my reputation) have led me to infill fo 
long on this difagreeable fubject. 

] have been in India thefe twenty-two years; am generally known at all the Prefidencies and 
fa&ories under the Company’s jurisdiction ; and till now my character has been unimpeachcai* 
either overtly, or by implication. And fo far from a wifh to prejudice the Company’s affairs, 
ever gloried in their fuccefs; and in that very voyage was happy in the opportunity of affording 
(from my flip’s fiores) a very ample fupply of gunpowder to the Prefidency of Bencoolen, after 
the unfortunate explofion of their magazine, and at a time when the enemy was daily expelled 
on the coalf, for which 1 received the thanks of their Board in the politeil terms. 

I muft therefore requefl your Honours will be pleafed to make known in as public a manner as 
Major Scott hath done, that your fervants, the fupra cargoes in China, are called upon to make 
good their charge againfl: me, and that your Honourable Court will pleafe. to inveftigate the 
fame—elfe I am determined to take fuch meafures as will heft vindicate my own reputation, ab~ 
ilracted from every concern about tlieir character or inteteft.

COP Y Paragraphs propofed by the Court of Directors to be Lent to Bengal as approved 

by the Board of Commiffioners. 

202. Thus far we "have confidered opium as an article of Internal Revenue. We (hall now 
view it. as an article of Foreign Commerce ; and we know not how it can be fo beneficially applied 
as in the aid of our China trade. In reply therefore to the 5th paragraph of your letter in the 
Secret Department of Inflection, of the 29th April 1785, you have our full permiffion to apply 
the proceeds of t,he opium manufactory, with the exception hereafter mentioned, to theexcluf vo 
benefit of that t;rade. The mod eligible mode of doing this, is the only point remaining foe 
ednfideration. 

203. We have very attentively perufed all your proceedings upon this fubject fince 1782; and 
various are the methods which have been fuggefted for that purpofe. With refpect to thequan 
tity of opium manufactured, we do not find that in any one year it ever exceeded 4,ooochefis. 
Sir John Mncpherfon, in his minute upon this fubject of the 9th April 1785, ftates the annual 
produce, upon an average of 5 years, at no more than 3,500 chefts, and he fuppofes that the * 
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Dutch at Batavia would annually take off 1,000 chefts, that i',000 may be annually difpofed of 
at Tringana, and that a vend for 1,200 more would be found at Macao and China. 

204. With refpea to the probable confumption of this article in China, Colonel Watfoe in 
liis propofal entered on your General Conltiltations ot the 16th November 1785, Hates ; as 
undoubted ta&, that the inhabitants of the lout hem Provinces are in the increating habit of u .ng 
op,uni, and that they require a fupply of 1,500 or 2,000 cherts annually. On the other 1, 
one of the Supra Cargoes, Mr. Peach, in his letter to your Board of the 4th July preceding hi vs, 
that the laic of that commodity itt China is uncertain. 


20s. Having already given our opinion, that this article is undoubtedly a proper objed? 01 
encouragement for foreign commerce; and remaining of opinion contained in our letter to you ’ 
the 12th July 1782, that the Company cannot on any account engage direaly in an illicit ti.,1- 
fick in it to China, where it is prohibited; it remains to beconfidered in what manner, c •nhltt n 
with thofe opinions, this produce of our Provinces can be moll: beneficially converts* to the 
pnrpofes of foreign commerce, and particularly of a fupply to our Trealury at Canton. 

2.06 Of the three modes propofed by Sir John Macphcrfon, in his minute of the 9th \j>; 
178c, for the future d.lpofal of opium, viz. iff. by a lociety of merchants; adly. under the 
management of our own fervahts on the Company’s account; and 3 dly. to he difpo'ed ot ;t 
public fate; we have endeavoured to form an opinion. The fpccific advantages of t.u ■!., 
which has tor its objedf the annual payment, in an increafmg proportion of from 40: ,000 to 
800,000 Spanirti dollars into the Trealury at Canton, appears at firft ftgltt to he very battering : 
But ftom the propofals which were afterwards made to you, in conlequence of your own an er- 
tif'ements, we doubt whether, asto the rate of exchange of Spamfh dollars 41 1 (forty-one in-, a 
lialfi for ICO current rupees, the fame would he altogether rateable, the propofals ' . , 

general at 40, and you yourfelves having acquielced in Spanirti dollars 41 per 10c current tup es 
(forty-one per one hundred). 

207. The quantity propofed to he annually exported is at leaft 3,500 cherts. If 1 T'- ‘ 

terms could be obtained, we fhould feel great latisfadtion at parting with the fame at the jed.um 
price of current rupees 477. 6 per chert, to he paid for at Canton at the ufual rate ct Spam in 
dollars 41 per too current rupees, which would furnifh a moft feafonahte fupply to ot L ina 
Treafury, of, Spanirti dollars 685,633 (fix hundred and eighty five thousand and thirty-three) 
without any rilk to the Company. 

ao8. The fecond propofal is liable to the obje&ion already Hated, as it engages the ( ontpany 
>n no illicit trade with the inhabitants of China, which on no account would we wiih t c c< 
cerned in. Were we once poffeffed of a firm eftablifliment to the eaftwarcl, there woul. ne little 
doubt of the fuccefsof the undertaking ’ We might there meet with a market tor the w 1 U pto 
duce of our opium farms, to be paid for in dollars, or in tin and pepper, and luch otly :r icf 
as mfeht be very profitably difpofed of at Canton. And whatever opium might be in dt-manil y 
the Chinefe, the quantity would readily find its way thither, without the Company >ei g o 
pofed to the dilgrace of engaging in an illicit commerce.

211 Having thus given you our general ideas upon this fubje#, and having acquietced m t: <- 
principle; thatdie proceeds, except in the inftance before mentioned, fhould be applied xd, 
lively to the benefit of the China trade, we hereby give you a latitude to adopt fuch. a-pia- • ■ 


Ytrareftimation will beflanfwer that definable purpofe, and, at the fame .time, be the moft ad¬ 
vantageous to the Company in other refpe#s. You are to obferve, however, that till final ar- 
r mcentents upon this and other fubje#s are made with foreign nations, it would not be advis¬ 
able to withhold from them the indulgence they have had in the receipt of a certain proportion 
o‘ this article; but we fliould be glad to know how far, and with what luccefs, you have urged 
the idea of the Dutch paying to our Supra Cargoes at Canton the price of the opium they fiiould 
receive, 

212. We cannot conclude this fubjea without exprefling our npprobationof your condua in 
the feveral fteps you have taken for putting the opium trade upon a beneficial footing for the 
Company, and towards fupplying our Supra Cargoes with fpecie, exclufive of your annual re¬ 
mittance, without draining the provinces: And we are pleafed to find, by your letter of the 31 ft 
December 1785, that you have been fo far fuccel'sful as to engage for the payment at Canton, m 
dollars, for the value of opium delivered, to the amount of 81 lacks of current rupees. The 
fame anxious delire of affouling afliftance to this valuable branch of our commerce, we perfuade 
ourfelves you will continue to manifeft, not only in the article of opium, but in every other com¬ 
modity that may be beneficial, either mediately or immediately, to that commerce.

Young 
3 Heatley, for the prov.fion of opium, had been finally executed, or that any other contra# 
had been entered into for that purpofe, fubfequent to the expiration of that held by Mr. Sulivan. 
The accompanying papers are copies of fuch proceedings as had been held at the above period, 
{o far as refpe#s the concluding of the contra# with Meflrs. \ oung and Heatley.

t We engage to provide, on account of the Honourable Company., 3,200 cherts, or 6,400 
roaunds, of opium from the Province of Bahar, equal in quality to that lupplied by the prelent 
Contrailor, or formerly provided by the Dutch Company, and to deliver the lame inanu- 
fa&ured for years, at the rate of ficca rupees < 32 .

P°f( -That he he ordered to correfpond only with this Board on the bulinefs of the fettlement., 
f m that he furnilh the Provincial Council of Dinagepore with an account of tlte (ettlcme 
and other papers relative to it, when formed, that they may be entered in the general ac¬ 
count of that divifion; that he do aifo furnilh them monthly with the account of his collections 
ami difburfements, and receive their orders for the difpofal of the money which may remain ] n 
his hands after deducting the latter—T hat.the Chief and Council of Dinagepore be directed to 
deliver over to Mr. Purling the public papers of thofe diftri£)ts, and to place the Aumhihr, or 
officers of the collections, under his authority—And that he be allowed the fame eftablifhmen: 
as the prefent Collector of Silburries. 

It is neceflary that I fhould mention, as the reafons for commiting the former appendages of 
Rungpore to the prefent charge of Mr. Purling, except Goraugut, that, befides that they are 
confiderable in their amount, they are divided from Dinagepore by the diftrict of Rungpore, 
through which the officers of the revenue mufTpafs it they continue under the Provincial Coun¬ 
cil of that divifion, as will appear by a fimple infpe&iou of the map.

V, l am not miftaken, the Chief of the Dinagepore Council has been lately at Rungpore, and 
refided there for fome time, for the exprefs purpofe of fettling that diflrift ; which I believe he 
nay completed, I defire that their letter on that fubjeft may be read :—Which being read, Mr , 
Francis adds;—I find that, in confequence of the orders of the 4th April, the Council of Dina¬ 
gepore give us the following information, in a letter dated the 22d April, which has not yet 
bren recorded :— u We take the liberty to reprefent to your honours, &c. that the Zemindars 
u of Rungpore, though capable of conducting the bufinefs of their purgannahs were never cn~ 
truiled with collection of the revenues, either during the time of the former Government, or 
fince that period. The collections have always been made by means of Sezawalls and fe*. 
ferities; but, as poverty is the only reafon we know of, why thefe Zemindars have not been . 
depended on equally witli others, we have not thought that the caufe fufficient to delay giv- 
“ ing them poflefiion of their inheritance.” 

It appears hy thefe letters, that the fettlement made for the laft year by Mr. Harwood has 
neen approved of hy the Board; and that, preparatory to the fettlement intended to be made for 
prefent year, the Zemindars of Rungpore have been put in poflHfion of their lands. If the de¬ 
mand on them for the prefent year is not to exceed that of thelaft, it cannot require any parcicu-. 
iar fuperintendance to make the fettlement.—If any alterations are to take place, hy whom can 
they be carried into execution fo properly, as by the Gentlemen refiding on the fpot, who are 
thoroughly acquainted with the actual flats of - the diftrict, and who can carry our orders inta

I beg leave to record my diflent to the propofed refolution, hecaufe I think it a direC breach 
of a pofitive order of the Company, contained in the 6id paragraph of their letter of the 24th 
December laft: Speaking of a fupernumerary feat in the Council of Dacca, which they had in- 
tended as a particular mark of favour for Mr. Cowper, they order that the number he extended 
to fix on that account; but it is their exprefs order, that whenever the number lhall a^ain be 
reduced to five, no other Member fhall be added, nor the prefent appointment made a precedent 
on h ture occafion. 1 prefume it would he an evafion of the fpirit of this order, either to fay 
that it was meant to he confined to Dacca only, and that it exprefs the fenfe of the Company’ 
with refpetSt to the conllitutions of the Councils in general, or that Mr. Purling is not literally 
appointed'to a feat in the Council of Dinagepore at the lame time that a confidence part of the 
u ity of that Council is committed to him, and a portion of the diftriC, originally fubjeCed to 
tlieir iuperintendance, is let apart for him, In effe6l, he has greater powers than any (ingle 
Member of that Council, except Mr. Gladwin, for whom another portion of that diftrift has 
iillo been fet apart. The effeC, of the whole arrangement is, that the Dinagepore Council will 
really, and in DC, confi /1 of (even Members, there being already one (upernumerary to the efla- 
blilhment; and of thefe feven, two of the junior Members will enjoy a falary of 1,500 S» R s a 
month each, when the Chief of the Council has but 1,200.

t flra.ll beg a few words on fbisdiflent, though the time of the day is fo late as fcarce to allow 
me to make an obfervation.—Mr. Purling and Mr. Gladwin I can only efleem as honorary 
Members of the Dinagepore Council. The real Council confifis of a Chief and four, upon 
the prefent eftablifliment. With refpeft to the difference of falary, that of the Chief and 
Council of Dinagepore is drawn clear by the feveral Members, and not burtbened with 
any eltablifhments of black fervants or contingencies.— This is not the cafe with the fta- 
tions of Silberries and Rungpore: Contingencies and various incidental charges being to be dif- 
hurled out of that allowance of the 1,500 rupees per month, drawn by the Gentlemen in thofe 
fictions. (Vide Confultations of 4th April, when the Board gave the allowances to Mr. Glad¬ 
win, on his application by letter, dated the 7th March).

' . ie difhia of Hoflvpore has been for Come years pail: expofed to the annual ravages of I ; utty 
the expelled Zemindar; and the defultory means which have been uled to repel this outlaw 
have hitherto produced no fcffedt, but have been attended with much bloodlhed, and lome diCcre- 
dir to our arms. Huifypore forms a part of the diilritt which was tonnerly united in the Col- 
le£torChip of Sircar Sarun, under the fu per intendancy of Mr, Golding. 

The following is an acconntof the receipts of revenue from this diftritS for the laft ten years, 
that is to fay, from 1176 to the year 1185, inclufive. 1 believe the collections of Huifypore are 
not included in the Cum Hated to have been colled from Sircar Sarun in the year 1185, being 
7 16,264. —. C. The collections of Huflypore for that year (hould therefore be added, being 
y ’1,280. 8. which will make the whole fum of the collections 7,90,644. 8. 5. I defire the^Se¬ 
cretary to afeertain this faft. Mr. Golding was recalled at the end of the year 1181. Mr, 
Peiarce fucceeded him, but was likewife removed a very fhort time after. From this account, 
it will appear, that the revenue of the diftridt has declined very confiderahly, which 1 attri )ute,

EXTRACT of Bengal Revenue Confultations > the 1 6th December 1777. 

E AD the following Petition from Coflinaut. 

The humble Reprefentation and Petition of Coflinaut Baboo, 

Rajah Sunder Narain, Zemindar of the pergunnah of Coflijurah, has defamed me in va; 
ways, laying a demand againft me for three or four lacks of rupees; he has complained to Jr. 
Ptiarce, ami delivered in a petition. 

Dowlut Sing, my Naib, having fubmitted to this Gentleman’s Infpeftion copies of the Rajah'; 
ahramama or covenant, and of the funuds under the Company’s feal, which I am pofieflei 
he was plea fed, on feeing thefe deeds, to grant a perwannah or order for the laid Dowlut Sir, , 
continuing in the neabut, as formerly, and has traufmitted to the Board at Burdwan the Raia.'V 
petition, together with tranlcripts of my funnuds. 

The Rajah in queftion has, in the fight of the Englifh gentlemen, and to the view of the 
whole country, defamed me, by repce fen ting that, confidering me as his friend and protestor, he 
had inverted me with full authority in the affairs of the Zemindary, in return for which ( ant 
now, by intricate and complicated means, endeavouring to take his Zemindary from him. By 
his reprelentation, the Gentlemen, on iulpedling the funnuds under the Company’s leal, together 
with the covenant of the Rajah, attefied by his own feal, may have conceived that I have pro¬ 
cured all thefe deeds to be drawn out by the fame unfair means, and that I do now in t i6f 
want to take the Zemindary. To obviate this idea, I need onlv mention, that the Rajah b< , 
the fon of tny wife’s brother, his interefts is immediately connected with my own; and that 
this being the calc, it is not in any manner confident with the ties of our affinity and relation¬ 
ship, that I (hould conceive, as in fa6l 1 never have entertained any fuch intention or idea; nei¬ 
ther am I indeed at all defirous of acquiring any perfon’s Zemindary in this country; for if 
that had beer my ambition, I might furely, when by the favour of the Englilh gentlemen ! 
was (as is wcH known) placed at the head of affairs, have poflMled myfelf of the Zemind 
and Talooks of many people, in like manner as feveral Calcutta Mutluddies have done, n js 
well known to you. 

With refpe£t to the claim or nflertion laid againrt rne by the Rajah, I never enterained fuch 
finiller thoughts or ideas. T his depends entirely on accounts. In the Amly year 1179, in the 
time of Mr. Baber, 1 paid, on account of the balances of Coflijurah, &c. for that year, the h u 
of rupees 50,000; and the Gentleman, having, in the month of Phaugnn of the Amly year n 3 o, 
concluded the fettlexnent for five years, put this purgunnah into my hand, and granted me a 
funnud, inverted me with full authority. Thefe, Roy Dowlut Sing who was at this pe od 
lent on my part into the diftrid, having called upon the Rajah for the wafil baky, or account 
of the collc<5t ions and balances of that year, found, on inlpedfion, that the country was nor in 
an impoverilhed, but, on the contrary, in a profitable condition^ and that the Zemindar Bui 
collected, and him 1 elf I'pent the revenue, lo that none remained to be realized in the Moffb ui, 
excepting about 53,000 rupees, which he, the Zemindar, lent to Midnapore. Accordingly, 
nearly about one lack of rupees remained in balance to Government; which amount 1 bor¬ 
rowed, and paid in full into the Khalia Treafjry : Befides which, I accounted for the amount 
of a bond of rupees 20,00c, which Mr. Baber had taken from the Zemindar, for tuckavy, . d- 
vanced to him by the company. Before the commencement of my management or authorit .1 
this purgunnah, the Zemindar had appropriated to himfelf one lack and about ieventy-lix thou- 
fiitul rupees of the public revenue; the belides which, in the Amly year 1181, the entire crop, 

throughout 





throughout the whole country, was ruined by inundation, by which a great lofs was fuftainscj jn 
the revenue, as well as by the flight of the Ryots. Yet, notwithftandmg this, in the view of 
bringing the country into cultivation, and fecuring the revenue of Government, I ietained the 
Rvots by encouragement, and paid up the revenues, by contracting debts for that purpofe. I 
am now poflefled of bonds due by the Rajah, to the amount of one lack eighty-two thoufand 
feven hundred and twenty-three rupees five annas (R» 1,82,723. 5.) of principal money, 
h Tides intereft, the account particulars of which I have hereunto fubjoined; upon examination 
into which, and into the papers and accounts, the whole bufinefs will b;* placed in a clear 
light before you, and the good effe&s of my conduit will be made fufficienrly apparent : 
and you will, I perluade myfelf, after infpeiting the regulations, and referring to the ways of 
the Superior Council, caufe payment to be made to me of the debts rem lining due to me by th r 
Zemindar, that being a requital which I have not the fmalleft doubts of obtaining from your 
juft ice. 

The Zemindar having, however, endeavoured to prejudice my. character ri the eyes of the 
Ta .'liiii, as well as in thole of the public in general, 1 deem it therefore incumbent on m: to ^ 
lay before you, gentlemen, the following ftatement of circumflances; and whenever you lhall 
be ['leafed to favour me with a-copy of the Rajah’s reprefen rations, and to call on m* to reply 
to them, I will then deliver in my ahfwer to them at length. I ftiall now only lolicit vour 
attention to the following circumflances relative to thofe good offices, and that afliftance, winch 
the Rajah has experienced at my hands. When Rajah janarain, the elder brother of the pref-nt 
Rajah, was in pofleflion of the Zemindary, he kept the latter in fuch durance, as to prevent 
his having the power of fpeaking to any one. In the Amlv year 1177, Rajenarain having far 
feme time laboured under a mortal illnefs, was defirous of fecuring, during bis own life-time to 
his foil Juggot Narain (whom he had by a woman, a concubin) the fucceffion to the Zemindary i 
To this purpofe, he wrote to many Mutluddies at Midnapore, and deputed a perfon on his p<trf, 
to procure a funnud for the Zemindary, in the name of Juggot Narain. About this time the laid 
Sunder Narrain, and his mother wrote flcretly to me, acquainting me, that Rajenarain, w; nted 
to eflablilh luggot Narrain in the Zemindary, ana intended, in his own mind, to put to death 
Sunder Narrain, who was then in confinement; that I was their [matter and pnteftor, in which 
quality they entreated me to exert myfelf to preferve their honour, as well as the life of Sun¬ 
der Narrain. How fhall 1 reprefent to you the lamentations which they moreover made to ' 
me, and the grief, forrow, and anxiety, which they then after ted to experience? 1 hin^s being 
thus fituated, I reprefented and fet forth, in the ftrongeft terms, the fituation of Sundernarain 
to Mr. Rnlfi.ll, who was then Collector General: I likewife delivered in a petition, upon lvljicl) 
Mr. RufTell inclofed it in a letter to Mr. Baber, directing care to be taken for their prot£&ion t 
and prefervation of Sunder Narain, whom he therein directed to be fent down to Calcutta. Mr. 
Buber accordingly fent fecretly to Coflijurah a funtabar, &cc. and three Ihield men, to bring 
Sundernarain in fafety to Midnapore; upon which they proceeded thither, and in t]ie prefence 
©f Rajenarain). in whole company Sondenarain was fitting) they took the latter by the hand, 
and let out immediately for Midnapore. Rajenarain being then very ill, was obliged to throvy 
himfelf into a fly palanquin, on which he inftnntly fet out for Midnapore after Sundernarain, 
nit died in two or three days after his arrival; of which circumflnnce the Council having been 
informed by Mr. Baber, and 1 having laid before Mr. Rulfell nil the circumflances of the cafe, 
this lal gentleman communicated the whole to the Honourable Governor, who thereupon got 
an order of Council for a funnud to be granted to Sundernarain, and for his being honoured 
with a khelat, both which circumflances were accordingly communicated to Mr. Baber, who 
having in con feq tie nee bellowed on Sundernarain a funnud and khelat, gave him leave to depart 
from Midnapore. 

Sundernarain going firfi to Coflijurah, came from thence with bis grandmother and mother 
tomf at Calcutta, upon which 1 got him introduced to the Governor General and to Mr. 
RuftTell, had him honoured with a khelat, and prelented with a hqrfe, and then obtained leave 
for him to depart. When Sundnarain was going to his own pergvinnah, his grandmother ai^l 
mother deft red me to fend fome perlon capable of hufiuefs along with their foil, who might pro¬ 
ceed thither and conduct affairs; t-o this Sundernarain replied, by faying, that he would him- 
felf carry on the bufinefs for 5 or 6 months, on which, if he was inadequate to their manage¬ 
ment, l fliould then fend fomebody on my part.—But that if agreeable to the defirc of his 
mother and grandmother, 1 fliould immediately appoint any perfon to the bufinefs ot the per- 
gunnah, he would go from his own into another country, or put a period to his own life. In 
confequence of this, I did not lend any body to manage the bufinefs of the pergunnah, but fent 
him away, as he did not pay attention to the advice neither of his mother nor grand mqjber.

\?c\] to the fettlement of the council, to which he gave me as fecurity, and f<-nt word to rhs ac- 
c<Miiir,gly ; bet as l Was theh incapable of moving, from the effects of a fall which 1 had from my 
horfe, ind was helplefs, and therefore gave a writing in my ion’s name, Baba Gopinaut, for the 
frcuritv&ip ; and as l was not fully fatisfied with tenor of the agreements entered into by the 
Kajah,'! therefore prefented a paper of requeihs, fetting forth, that, although the Rajah had invell- 
. i ' me in writing.,with the management of his Zemindary, yet unlefs 1 received a funnud from 
Government, I cou cl not he quite eafy; and I therefore prayed that a funnud might be granted 
to me, in conformity to the Zemindar's agreements. Such a funnud was accordingly bellowed 
h me (a copy thereof is now delivered in) and I delivered in to the Roy Royan the fecurity 
of my fon Gopinaut; who moreover pro fen ted a petition, requeuing to know in what manner he 
wasto pay the balances, in cafe any fhould eventually happen ; upon which the fupei imendaht 
pf ?h« Khalfa gave to him, under the Kftalfa feal, fhe regulations eft the council to the following 
purport* "That the liquidation of ihe demands on the Zemindar, through the channel of the fecurity , 
i aid he ejfcftcd by •the prudence of the falc of the Zemindary. Having thus procured the Govern*, 
xnent’s funnud, and the regulations of the Council, our minds were at red, and Boy Dowlut Sing, 
was lent on our part to fuperintend the fettlement, and the cultivation and improvement or fhe 
country; and by contracting debts we-w ere able-to pay into the Khalfa treafury the whole of the 
revenue without balance, for the Amly years 1180 and 1 18 1. 

In the Bengal year i 182, the gentlcmcn'having been pleated to feparate the country into divi- 
lions the collodions of Coffijurah were from that period not paid at the Khalfa, but at Burdwan, 
wl re the revenue has been paid for three years* -and for tin* firft, it is two well known to render 
it neceffary for me to relate the labour and efforts which 1 have made ufe of to promote Sunder- 
naram’-s welfare, as well as what his bufmefs has produced to me; under which lad head J may 
place the dilplealure of the gentlemen, which I have had the unhuppinefs of incurring on this ac¬ 
count. 

Yet, notwithftanding all my well-meant endeavours, and the trouble I have put myfelf to and 
experienced on this account, ’the only return he has made me has been by publickly defaming 
■me in the eyes of the public. He has for thefe fix months paft Hopped the collections, and ne;- 
gleCted to account for the revenue, which he realizes in a private and indirect manner, and dif- 
btrfies it in unworthy expences. 

Having reprefented all thefe circumftances to the Honourable the Governor General, the Ho¬ 
nourable Board having been pleafed to lend the following diredlions to the Council of Burdwan i— 
To fend an Aumil to take the dii edl charge of the colledions of Coffijurah, fufpending the au- 
thority of the agents of the Rajah, and of the fecurity, but not wholly dilpoffeffing them, 
“ until we fhall have received Vour report and proceedings upon the fubjedt of thett mutual 
“ claims ; in the mean time, as I know no proprietor of the Zemindary but the hereditary pol- 
44 IHlor, we defire that Mr. Peiarce will call upon the Rajah to execute the Cabooleat, and to 
44 deliver to him the Aumilnama, that he may enter upon the poffeflion of the lands, which will 
41 not preclude 11s from paffmgfuch decree, upon the fubjedt of any pretenfions which Coffinaut 
44 may have upon the Rajah, when that caufe fnall come before us.” 

This order has been produdlive of much content and fatisfadtion to me, and I am now hopeful 
and pray that you will be pleafed to caufe to be paid to me, by Sundernarrain, whatever amount of 
bond debt he may, on enquiry, appear to be juftly indebted t 04 ne in.

Read the following petition from the Rajah of Nudclea. 

Arzee of Mha Rajah Kiflenchunct. 

Tn the Bengal year 1179, the whole Zemindary of your petitioner was put up to ail&iott 
and taken by the farmers, who agreed to an encreafe upon the old Jumma 1,17,725 rupees fbir 
i wk charges, and for ruflird najayee (or advanced rents, for which there was no property to 
;in fiver) the further fum of 1,45,750 rupees, all which they agreed to add into the total of the 
Jumma* upon their farming’rhe Zemindarry ; and Mr. Rider was made Supervifor and Super- 
intendant of the collections ; who, notwithftanding he took all poffible care and caution to re¬ 
alize the rents of the farm, yet collected only the fum of 6,14,260 rupees, and never could 
r.ufe the amount of the hundobuft of the farmers. In the Bengal year 1 180, the Gentlemen 
lent for me, and again committed the Zemindarry to my charge for years, at the rate of the 
hundobuft made at the auSion of 1179, together with the encreafe of rtifthd and auction then 
fettled: your petitioner having always the good of the Company in view, and ronfidering that, 
as no Zemindar in Bengal was a bfo Intel y excluded from his Zemindary, 1 ought no lefs to 
be proprietor of my own Zemindary, and to endeavour, by an improved cultivation of th£ 
lands, to produce a property to anfwer the encreafe of ruflud and au&ion, according to the rate at 
w Inch the Bundohuft was fixed, and by this means furnifhing my full quota of the Malguzary, 
i might hope to acquire myfelf reputation in the fight of the gentlemen, and convince the 
Committee of m-y effectual fervices, I therefore ageed to that Bundohuft, and during the time 
I have held, no efforts, perfonal application, and affiduity on my part, has ever been want¬ 
ing. But the encreafed amount that was bid at the auftion, by ignorant pretenders to the MahI,

In the Bengal year 118 
on account of the former droughts of the years ii8i and 1182, the whole conntry was lie- 
come extremely Rerile and impoverifhed; for which cnafe, ex cl u five of the fum collected in the 
diftridf, I was obliged to borrow the fum of 50,000 rupees, which enabled me to pay to G 
vernment 6,88,874 rupees, a fum which was ftill more than that collected in 1179, by 74,60; 
rupees; fo that upon the whole collections of the four years 1180, 118), 1182, and 1183, f 
made an encreafe of 5,04,542 rupees, upon the proportion of Malguzarry realized in 1179 
and from the beginning -of the year 1180 to the end of 1183 I cortflantly took everyoppor¬ 
tunity of explaining the nature of my {ituation,.and the impolfibility of making any advance 
of cultivated property in the Mahl to anlwer the encreafe of auditors and rolled ; and allb. 
ninny Arzees, let forth thedamag.es incurred by the drought, &c. &c. yearly, without exag¬ 
geration or diminution; but no enquiry was ever made upon the fubjedl, but it remained m 
iulpence : Had ail inveftigarion taken place every year, and the accounts been ndj ufted acco .. 
ipgiy., it would have been a very great fatisfadlion to your petitioner, and a confiderable rein t 
to the Mahl, and your petitioner would not now appear to have incurred fo large a balance 
upon his accounts.—At length, in the year 1783, after your petitioner’s repeated intreaties, a 
ftatement of your petitioner’s grievances and hard clrcuinibnces was ordered for examination 
to the Khalfa; and out of the representations therein fet forth, a yearly fum of 59,670 ru, c s 
was afeertained upon the deficiencies of Ruffud; and for the lofTes incurred upon the drotfHits 
.about 12,018 Rs. *5 As; and damages upon various Talooks, to the amount of rupees 8 899 ; 
and a miftake in the addition of the accounts 10,000 rupees; amounting in all to the fum 
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rupees 90,587.15. 14. 2; which, on the whole accounts of the 4 years, makes the fum of 
rupees 3,62,351. 14 annas, 6r thereabouts, which was allowed by the Supreme Council of Re¬ 
venue; befuies which, on account of the encreafe of the audfion, Rs. 1,17.415, and on accou i: 
of the deficiencies of Ruffud, rupees 78,080, making together 1,95,49.5 rupees, was at th 
time not admitted to he A ruck of: I now humbly intreat the gentlemen to confider that th 
have lately inoft equitably given up to whole Zemindarries, fuch as Rajfhahy, and Denagepoi e, 
and Beerhhoom, &c, upon their five years Bundobuft, their encreafed Ruffud, &c. which could 
no ways be realized for want of property in the Mahls; I aifo flatter myfelf I {ball meet with 
the fame indulgence, and that the amount of the encreafed Ruffud and encreafe ofadion wl- 
had been wantonly railed by ignorant and malicious perfons, and is by no means to be conn 
tiered as a part of the juft and proper jurnma (as may be leen in the feparate ftatement ready 
‘he produced) may be exculed and ftruck of: Upon which equitable and generous withdrawing 
of thefe two claims, l fhall no longer remain in balance to the Government, but iliall even ^ 
in advance of payment. Not that I eyer pretend to make a claim upon Rich lums as if R 
appear to be in advance; but thus'far prefume to hope, that the Mutfeddies of Government: 
rnay be ordered to ftrike off all that balance for which they now bring me in debtor; as l am 
become thus unfortunate by various circutnftances, all of w hich I have at different, times rep: 
fented; otherwile, if 1 can find wherewithal to pay my debts, and a&ual property forthcomi 4 
I will never hereafter give caufe to the Huzzoor for a repetition of the prelent difputes and d. 
inands; and, in regard to the explanation of my Bundobuft and Malguzarry, which 1 have, no ; 
taken the liberty to make, if the gentlemen will be pleafed to examine the receipts of 
years back on account of the Zeinindarry, it will foon appear wherein I have been defier 
and where 1 have far exceeded. The gentlemen aie now become the difpofers of the kingdom, 
;uul of our lives and fortunes; I humbly intreat they will take this matter into confident 1 
and permit me to enter into a new Bundobuft according to my petition, that, in this advanced 
period of my life, l may continue to pray for the prosperity of the Company, and the luccef 
<th« gentlemen our mafters; and having it in .my power to pay all the Government’s deman- 
may alio have wherewithal to fupport the little remainder of my exiftence; moreover, wha.R>- 
ever commands the gentlemen fhall ,bc pleafed to honour me with, it fliaii be my firft and gi f 
fl&dy to execute.

About this time twelvemonth a remiflion of near four lacks of rupees was made to the 
Rajah of Nuddea. On the 15th of laft month the Board gave orders that Mr, Shore fhould be 
Rrebled to make a peremptory demand of the now exifting balance; and if it was not paid 
thin 14 days, that he fhould immediately take the management of the diflridb into his owti 
ads. I do not think that there is the finalleft ground for any further intelligence to the Ze- 
: indar. 1 think that the laft refolution fhould be adhered to, and that if the further iettle- 
K'.ent is made with him, it fhould he on the fame footing with the other Zemindars, viz. the

Mr. BarwelU 

The object of the Board is, in my opinion, to fecure the current revenue, and to recover 
the balances due to Government. The Zemindar of Nuddea has not received any indulgences 
frt m this Government. The remiftions that have been given to him, have been upon pleas too 
incontrovertible for men the moil: inimically difpofed to him to ftart a juft objection to; he 
has not been excul'ed the fpeculative mcreafe bid upon his lands by the adventurers on the firft 
year’s jumma. When 1 look at Rajeftiahy, what a different feene prefents itfelf to me!—A 
Zemindar deprived of her lands for not paying the rents of Government, for being in balance 
to the amount of near four Jacks of rupees, with all the Ruffed and Lelam Befhu ftruck 
off her rent roll—with no other merits with thefe, heightened by the afperfions thrown out 
againft the firft characters in the fettlement, reftored with a reduced revenue, by the majority of 
the prefent Government, to the poffeffion of her lands, without the leaft notice taken of the 
large fum of near four lacks of rupees that fhe ftands at prefent in debt;—I am ltruck with the 
♦diftinction in the treatment of thefe two Zemindars. Upon a reference back to 20 years 
account, it will be found that the Ranny of Rajeftiahy has not equalled in her payments, on 
account of the Bundobuft of 1179 to 1183; the payments which fhe has made in fome pre¬ 
ceding years, and that the Rajah of Nuddea has fo far exerted himfelf, that on a fimilar review 
of his payments it will be found, that he has exceedec^the rents he formerly paid in a very great 
proportion,—I am of opinion that this petition fhould be referred to the Calcutta Committee, 
that they fhould be directed to take the mo ft fpeedy and effectual means to fecure the current 
revenue, either by an engagement with the Rajah of Nuddea, upon the general principle already 
kid down, or that they fhould take inftant pofleffion and charge of the revenue themfelves; but 
the latter is againft my fentiments, for the following reafons: 

The Bahadur harveft is now come in.-—'The Rajah’s collectors are all in the diftricts, the 
revenue is in his hands, and I fear there is not activity and management in the fervants that 
may be employed to counter^ thefe advantages on the fide of the Rajali^; as to balances due 
from him, in equity he ought to be judged by the fame rule that has decided the pretenfions of 
others If I miftake not, the Ruffud of Glum Befhu has been infilled upon for no other Zemin¬ 
dar but that of Nuddea.—This I would leave entirely to the Committee, and whatever by them 
fliall he adjudged to be due from the Rajah, I would enforce the payment of by difpofing of a 
part of the Zemindary—He has a right to be heard, and this is all that I recommend, 1 under- 
ftnnd that Mr. Shore has not taken charge of the collections, nor attempted it, and that the 
whole country is at this moment in the hands of Rajah Kifhen Chund. 

Mr. Francis. 

1 fhall not at this time enter into a defence of the meafures purfued by General Clavering 
Colonel Monfon, and mylelf; perhaps the renewal of any mention of thofe meafures now might 
as well have been omitted.

In making the demands upon the farmers for their rents* I have hitherto bean guided by the 
kiftbundy accounts of the Rajah; but as they only extend to the end of Bhadoon, I have been 
obliged to draw out a new kiftbundy for affin mylelf. The clofe attention, which it has been 
neceffary to give to the actual collections, has fo entirely engrofled my time, that it has not been 
poffible for me yet to prepare the Englifh accounts of the receipts by the Rajah’s officers, but in 
a very few days I hope to have them compleated, when I fhall tranfmit them to you, with an 
account of what I have alfo collected. None of the farmers yet have fent me their accounts, 
which has been further productive of delay, and has obliged me to repeat my orders to them in a 
more pofitivemanner, and, in fome places, to act with feverity.

The minute before 
me, though not In exprefs terms, charges a deceit of Rich criminal nature on the Accountant, that 
it ought to be followed by a motion I'pecifying the delinquency, and demanding the anfwe; of th 
Accom plant to it, that guilty of any breach of the truft repoled in him, he may be diftniffed from 
his office, and if not guilty acquitted ; but it does not appearto me to be the objed of this r iuutrr 
to corred nbufefir feems rather to irnpole it.—The resolutions of the Board are, that, Kir (i, the 
jummah of Bnrtlwan (hall be fixed agreeably to the .rule that has been fixed for regulating the 
j 11 mm ah of every part of Bengal, viz. that after the deduction of every charge defrayed, die 
reiki tie, or net receipts, on a medium of three years, {hall conftirute the rent. Mr. Francis i> 
underftood by Mr, Wheler to affirm, or furely that gentleman would not have retraced his aflhnt 
.(riven on the laft day, that the ivet amount, clear of all charges, exceeds the film dated by Yh , 
Croftes. 1 call upon Mr. Francis to aflert this, and to bring thb proofforvvard on which hV builds 
this affection ; for the manner in which the affirmation appears m the minute is a glaring do ;; • 
tion, and any perfon who will be at the trouble of reading the account of the revenue netted after 
the charges are paid, will be fatisfied it is lb.—it was further refoived, that thofe offices which had 
been tran Hated from the Zemindar when thecolle&ions of the revenue were made by the Provincial 
Council, fhouW return with the collections to the Zemindar; if thefe officers are conneded with 
the revenue, and muii remain annexed to it, the Zemindarof Burdwan, like all the other Zemin¬ 
dars of Bengal, mult fupport thofe eftablilhments, and difeharge theexpences of them. When chi 
Company, through the medium of their fervants, were the Colle&or, they diffiurfed the charge 
of thefe mriitutions; and fo far Mr. Francis is right, as he affirms thefe dilburfements wer mad- 
by the Company from the revenue; if he had ffiewn in what manner they ever had or could he 
ftwedto the Company, he might then indeed with propriety affirm the fum of fo many lack # o 
rupees to he taken from the Company’s treafury, as he is plealed to ftate in the prefent inlbiK , 
to be given up by a vote of the majority, a fa& I deny, becaufe it never was a part of the net 
revenue brought to the Company's treafury, no more than the four lacks per annum paid to the 
Zemindar. When fuch arguments and fuch means are defeendedto to impeach the re« 5 fi de of 
a proceeding, the principle on which the opposition is made requires no comment to determine 
the judgment of a difeerning reader—I refer to the papers on record as a full refutation of Mr. 
Francis.

I lay before the Board a letter from Mr. Shore, the ailing Prefident of the Committee of 
Revenue, addrefled to me, with the comparative ftate of the colledtions of the Bengal years 
1187 and 1188, ending in April laft; and I defire that thefe may be fent a number in the packet 
now under difpatch. 

My motive for transmitting this account is to obviate the fallacious conclufions which are 
drawn from fimple accounts of the adtual colledtions, with their balances: I have oblerved, that 
more ftrefs is laid on the latter than on the former, and have feen alluiions made to the ba¬ 
lance, as to a total lofs of fo much of the public revenue. I have feen companions made 
between the balance of one year and the balance of another, for the purpofe of criminating the 
adminiftration under which the heavier balance had occurred. I wifh it may be in my power 
to demonftrate the deception produced by this mode of reafoning, which cannot be better effedt- 
ed than by a plain and brief view of the fubjedt. 

It is impoflible to conceive any fyftem of revenue fo perfedt as to enfure the entire receipt 
of it at the dole of the year. Balances ever mull and ever will happen, hut they drop into the 
next year’s demands, of which they become a part, are colledted with them, and thefe again 
become in like manner deficient, and their deficiency is carried forward to the fubfequent 
year; but the balance of each year comprizes both the deficiencies of the current colledtions, 
and what remains of the balances of one, two, or it may he of many preceding years, of 
conrfe each year contains part of the balance of. the preceding year with its own; hence it fol¬ 
lows, that no fair comparifon can be made of the balances of two adjoining years, for if the 
jumma and collections were equal in both, the balance (as has been/hewn) would he greater 
in the Jaft. In effedt the true ftate of the revenue can only be formed on a view of the adtual 
receipts of one year, brought into comparifon with thofe of another; and fo far is the ordinary 
practice of eftimating the revenue by the balance from truth, that it is the very reverfe, fince it 
will be found generally, if not invariably, the fadt, when no extraordinary calamity has hap¬ 
pened to create an unufual failure in the colledtions, that the heavieft balances have always ap¬ 
peared when the colledtions have been the greateli, and in effect the former may always be taken 
as a lure indication of the latter, as will appear from plain deduction, even without a reference 
to pofitive evidence; for in the ordinary courfe the balances will neceflarily bear a proportion 
to the jumma or eftablifhed rent, confequently the highelt jumma will have the greateft ba¬ 
lance. I do not know how I can make this point clearer by reafoning, but I have appealed to 
fadts, which will place it beyond all poflibility of doubt. 1 ftiall illuftrate thefe obfervations by 
A n example, drawn from the account now before us.

Though thefe balances are true in account, yet any interference drawn from them, and applied 
as an eftimate of the decline or improvement of the revenues, would he unjuft and erroneous, 
becaufe the amount colledted of the balance of 1187 in 1188 is deducted from that balance, fo 
that in fadt there are two years colledtions on the demand for 1187, whereas there are only 12 
months colledtions on that of 1188; and it may be reafonably fuppofed, that in the fucceeding 
months the balance of 1188 will be confiderably reduced; which, on a reference to the com¬ 
parative ftate, will be found already true in fadt, for it appears that the balance of 1188 was 
a&uai!y reduced by colledtions made from the end of Choyl 1188, or nth April 1782 (the 
period to which the above ftate was clofed) to the end of Cautic 1189, or nth November 1782, 
to the fum of ficca rupees 20,81,866. 6. 6. The only other method of ftating the balances

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The following minute having been delivered by Mr. Macpherfon, in confequence of the 
preceding one from the Governor General, it was alfo fent in circulation, and forwarded a ' 
number by the fame difpatches. 

Mr. Macpherfori’s minute.--I moft fincerely congratulate the Company, and the Governor 

General, upon the fubjed of the minute which he has this day prefented to the Board, and 
which (hews an increafe in the revenues collected laft year, with a decreafe in the expences of 
colledion, which, together with the redudion in the prime coil of the new inveftmenr, con- 
sftitute to the Company a real acquiiition in their refources, of one million ten thoulund nine 
hundred and forty-eight pounds eight {hillings and fix-pence Ilerling. 

Every candid reafoner mull admit the force of the arguments which the Governor General 
adduces, to prove that the increafe in net collodions, and not the comparative balances of dif¬ 
ferent years, forms the criterion by which the profperity of the revenue Ihould be eftimated ; 
but as there is no fubjedl of public advantage which the fubtilty of argument cannot place in 
an unfavourable light, and as even an increafe or revenue may be impeached, as proceeding 
from too rigid a fyftem of collection, 1 will take the liberty to folicit the Company's attention 
to what is unqueltionably and indeed evidently very worthy of their confideration in the faCts 
contained in tire Governor General’s minute. 

The Company now fee, for the firft time, I believe, fince the rnftitution of this Government, 
the firft officer of their adminftration laying before them, thr >ugh the channel of this Soard, a 
■minute founded upon regular calculation, which {hews that the reiources of thefe provinces 
-are virtually encreaftd, and in times of general difficulty, to the amount of a million Ilerling 
per annum. “ 

Let the fevered ferutiny take place in examining the calculation, And let everv partial 
fcrutiny reduce the fum to the haltor ihe third of its eftimate. 

The confideration important to the Company and the public is, that even fo reduced an 
•eftimate thould Hand in teftimony of the profperity of thefe provinces, and of the faithful 
attention of the adininillration, at a crifrs of umverfid diftrefs, if not mifmanagement, in the 
-other poffeffions of the Company. I venture to call this great increafe of the Comp iny’s revenue 
the firft fruits of that harmony and union upon public principle, which have for upwards of 
twelve months pall a&uated the condudt of the Board, and given full exertion to the abilities 
of every Member of it, and particularly to the zeal and knowledge of the Governor General. 

1 or my own part I claim little merit, but that of affifting the good intentions and experience 
of my colleagues ; I owe them much in having received my opinions, even when they might 
differ from theirs, with not only complaifance but with kindnefs; and here I Ihould not omit 
my very particular obligations to the Member whom I found in charge of this Government 
upon my arrival, and with whom 1 a&ed for a confiderahle time before the return of the Go¬ 
vernor General to the prtfidency ; to him I owe a clear view of our revenues and manufactures 
with the candid and liberal explanation of our political lituation at the time. 


On a review of what has been the material refult of the internal adminiftration of the Lift 
year, theft declarations of private approbation, and which Hand in fo near a relation to the 
Company’s .profperity, are not, I hope, improper or mifplaced. 

May the future records of the Company exhibit more frequent inftances of them, and efpe- 
•cially m times of general danger like the prefent 1 1 

As a fupplement to the Governor General’s minute, and in further teftimony of the advan¬ 
tages whioh the Company derive from an united adminiftration in their controuling prefidenev 
under the direction of animated public zeal and great talents, I beg here to fubjoin an extracl- 
. a account, figned by the adling Accountant General, which {hews that the efforts of this Go¬ 
vernment to fupport the other prefidencies in fupplies of money, provifions, and military 
Itores, have been fuch as mull draw the admiration of our employers. J

A T this time, that by the bleffing of God you are feated on the throne of Government for 
the adminiftratiori of the Company’s affairs, in the room of Nawab Governor General Jel- 
laclut Jurig, g tent confidence and fatisfadlion are come into my heart, that you alfo, out of re¬ 
gard to my dependence on the Englifli gentlemen, will, like the Nawab Governor General, be 
favourable towards me and my concerns.

Received the 13th March, 1785. 

Poftfcript. 

From the beginning, the favours and prote&ion Ihewn me by Mr. Haftings, Governor Gene¬ 
va!, are well known to you, arid there is no neceffity for repetion ,* and in conformity thereto , I 
^lfo, from my fidelity and firi'cdrity, had no connexion with any other door or afylum but that 
of the laid Governor General, and ; was in every in fiance Obedient to his commands. Your 
Higlinefs, who are now feated in his place, may refi affured, that I fiiall have no connection 
with any other perfon, from thisreafon, that one true friend is better than a hundred worlds of 
friends. The chara&er of'the pedpld of this workfare known to you, and you fhould, therefore, 
fh-\v me the fame favour as the laid Governor Generalj and not pay attention to what other per- 
lonsmay fay j or write refpe<fiing me; and whatever may be your orders, fend them without the 
Preference of others.

From the Nabob Vizier to die exalted Director* of the Englilh Company, Health 

After ex pre (Ting my defire of a happy interview, it is reprefen ted to your wifdom, that »rr v 
purpofe of itrengthening and confirming our mutual attachment and union, in which cdnliiis tho 
■great advantage both of my government and of that of the Company, which in all refpeefts are one 
and the fame, and the source and foundation of the exalted Englilh gentlemen, power, an i 
authority being in England, I have, on thefe confiderations, for a longtime wifhed, and conti¬ 
nue hill to with, that the communications between me and thofe exalted perfons might be can o 
on without the intervention of others. Twenty years ago my late honoured father began the 
■connexion ?,nd ffiendfhip and alliance with the exalted Englilh rulers; and after their firtt 
lifhment was conftantly intent on the confirmation and increafe thereof, and maintained ti.em 
{tfifhaken to the iaft moment of his life. On his death, as I fucceeded by inheritance to his Muf~ 
pud and authority, fo the friendfhip and connexion which fubfifted between him, my late ho¬ 
noured father, and the exalted Englilh rulers, have I preferved and even increalecL To this in- 
ilant, by the divine grace, am I heady and firm in that connexion, and fo will I continue: The 
exalted rulers alfo, on-their part, have performed the duties of attachment and regard, fince the 
full eftablifhn.ent of my authority and power has proceeded from the pure advice and moll friendly 
intimations of the Nabob, my true friend, the beftower of benefits on his brethren, Ame r-rv! 
Memalick Ummad-o-Doulah, Governor General Mr. Baitings, Jeladut Jung, who is my fin. 
cereft friend infympathv and attachment, with the con Tent of the Gentlemen of the Council at 
Calcutta. But Hill at fumlry times, by reafon of undue representations, and the ill-founded opi 
nions of perfons of no rank, fome matters have arifen from the Gentlemen of the Council at C *! 
cutta, contrary to the coftoms of this country, and fuch as never exified from the beginning of 
the alliance with my late honoured father to the dole of his life, and thefe deviations have been 
a caute ofuneafinels to my mind, of degradation to my dignity, and of lots to my country; 
which lols in faft will, in confequence of our clofeand Arid connexion, be a lofs (and is one) to 
the Company’s Government. As 1 had frequently laid open, to the Gentlemen at Calcutta, 
complaints of my fit nation,and explanations of the diftreffes of my kingdom, on hearing there 
<&f the Nabob, my friend Governor General Mr. Ballings, Jeladut Jung, took the trouble and 
fatigue of a journey to pay me a vifit at Lucknow ; and from that interview the principles of 
our union were llrongly confirmed, and the foundations of our attachment were corroboi; 
and a new plan, replete with advantages for the Company’s Government and my own, vva: 
eftabliflied, to the entire fatisfadlion of both parties. T he feveral particulars from the beginning 
of our connexion and alliance, and the various deviations ot the gentlemen, on the advice of 
men of weak opinions, by which I have fuffered, will have been clearly expofed to your wifdom 
in different letters of the Nabob, my friend the Governor General Mr. Hidings, Jeladut Ji 
nor is there now any neceflity to repeat them. From the propriety and folidity of the plan now 
eftahlifhed, will be derived the means of cementing and perpetuating our alliance and friendfhip 
forever; as there is not, nor ever has been, on my part, the leaf! failure, in any manner 
wharfoever, in the principles of union and agreement, and as my wilh in purity and fin 
verity of heart, and my ftrongeft intention* in truth and good faith, are, that the chain of i , . vy 
and accord between us may laft for ever, without accident or decay. To demonftrate my cor 
dial defire, and to add ftrength to this foundation, 1 have deputed to the fervice of thofe ex * 
gentlemen, Mr. Rallied,' who is well informed of the affairs of this country, and on whofe • 

]ity 1 can rely, in the manner of an agent, and have given him this letter uuder my own .leak ,■'• 
a proof and certificate. 

And mv hope in thofe exalted gentlemen is this, that they would confider the words of ;ha 
gentleman as words proceeding fronrmy own mouth, and that they would place full reliance and 
tronfidence on whatever lie (hall reprefent, and underftand the declarations of that gentleman as 
my fcqueft. 

Sincere friendfhip requires, that whatever order or orders, having relation to the fituatjon oi 
me, your friend, or of my kingdom, may be ifTued from you to the Gentlemen at Calcutta, i ? / 
not be carried to effevft without the knowledge of that gentleman ; and that whatever plan nr 
.digefted in England, with regard to this kingdom, and it fhall be refolved to fend orders, incon¬ 
sequence, to Calcutta, copy thereof may be fir ft communicated to that gentleman, that, before 
the difpatch of the order, be may have an opportunity to lay before you his ideas with refpec to 
*ts convenience and utility to me and my affairs*

I hope, from your kindnefs and favour, that the plan, which has been now digeiied by the 
Nabob, my friend, the Governor General Mr. Haftings, JeladutJung, and which has been car¬ 
ried into execution with my entire fatisfadlion, may meet the approbation of thofe exalted genrle- 
nien, and be continued in perpetuity; and it is not advileable to fend any one gentleman to be 
refn! .nt here ; but that l your tj'ieiul may condudt my own meatures, and enjoy my own autho¬ 
rity, in my own kingdom. I a.m anxious to be gladdened with your friendly letters, as corref- 
ponuciice is elleemed half an interview. May your days pafs as you defire!

EXTRACT of Court’s General Letter to Bengal, dated 15th December 1775. 

Para* 22. TT 7 E obferveby your Latter of the 24th February lift, that you bad appointed Mr. 

VV William Larkins to fffl. the poll of fub-accountant, up6n Mr. Livius’a declining 
it; which poll, by our letter of the 12th April following, We had dnedlfcd to be occupied by Mr. 
Leonard Collirigs. Although -we are fen fib! fe of the abilities of Mr. Larkins for the office oi Sub- 
Accouritant, yet as we cannot confetit to any perfon being appointed thereto, but upon theexprefs 
terms on which Mr. ColTmgs was appointed : and as we fuppofe that Mr. Larkins will not choofe 
to Itold that office upon thbfe terms; it is therefore ou'r pleafure, if he fhould refufe to continue 
•iivit, that you in fuch cafe appoint Mr. Collings your Sub-Accountant, immediately upon receipt 
hereof; but if Mr. JLnrkifis fhould think proper to remain therein, we then 2 ire 6 l that Mr. Cal¬ 
lings doducceedto me office of Sub-Accountant upon thefiVft vacancy. 

30. Should Mr. Larkins decline continuing in the office of Deputy Accountant, on the 
terms and regulations which we have adopted for that office, and rather wifii to prelervehis rifmg 
in the fervice, in that cafe we-recommend him to you for fuch an appointment as his merit and 
lervices fhall deferve.

Livius. This gentleman having, as we before informed yon, declined the office of Sub-Account- 
unt, Mr. Collings of courfe came directly into Mr. Darelfs place and has taken charge accord¬ 
ingly. Mr. Larkins, feeling a difxppointment at being deprived of an office which, from the fenfe 
we entertain of his induftry and abil ities, we had intended to grant him, has addrefled us on the 
fubjedf ; we beg leave to point out his letter for your observation, and to repeat the recommenda¬ 
tion we gave of his merits in our general letter of the 16th May lad;. He exprefles a readinefs 
to continue to ail with the fame affiduity, under the prefent arrangement, that he has hitherto 
{hewn in the Accountant’s office.

rupees 45,120, which the Board, on due confederation, deemed Mr. Grant entitled to he rel.vt- 
fnirfed in; but as two of the Members were then abfent on a deputation to receive Earl Corn 
wallis on his expedited arrival in the river, the filial refolution on this fubjedi was poftporied : !l 
a future full meeting; fence which no further proceedings have been held regarding it.—lit 
ft.all now only -add, on this fubjedt, that Mr. Grant Rates his application to be grounded . 
vvbat he underftood to be the Board’s adoption, by their refolution of the 19th of July, of I. 
terms of the Governor General’s Minute on the inftitution of the Sheri fltfadar’s office, in which 
an intimation is contained, that tiie expences already incurred by that Gentleman, in the pro!. 
cutioit of his refearches, luuft of couxfe be allowed him. 

9 th. Having, on the 3d Auguft, called on the Board of Revenue for a particular account of 
the collections and balances for the Bengal Year 119a, as tranfmitted'to you by onr laft «i.i- 
patch, we took that opportunity to defire them to ftate whether they had in any, and what, cafes 
purfued the mode diredfod by us at the beginning of the year (as per confultation marked in the 
margin 1 of taking intereft bonds for fuch balances as could not be otherwife realized; in an fever 
to which, they have informed us, that the claufe fubjedting the Zemindars to this additional 
engagement, had been duly inferted in their cabooleats, ami would he enforced if found uh 
mateiy neeeffiry; of which we have fignified our approbation, and defired to be furnifhed with 
a report of the number and amount of the bonds that may be thus ultimately taken; although 
luch has been the general and even extraordinary fuccefs of the laft year’s collections, as already 
■intimated in otir laft ftifpatch, that their total can, we apprehend, but prove very mconfiderabb 
itiieir comparative fenall amount hath not, however, prevented our fending precife and full 
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mftruflions to the Board of Revenue, on their report of the caufes of them; for which (as ti 
lXihje6t that cannot well be abridged) we mull beg leave to refer you to our letter to them, re 
corded on the proceedings of the 4th of September laft. 


30th. Having received a reprefentation from the Board of Revenue, of the ill effe&s pro*“ 
trfuced by a difputed boundary between the dependants of the Zemindars of Mymon Sing and 
Kaujefbahy, and being convinced how little adapted the formal and dilatory procefs of th« 
Adawlut was to the maintenance of the peace in fuch cafes, we, under certain reftridtions, 
which you will find recorded in our proceedings marked in the margin, reitored to the revenue 
department the right of taking cognizance of difputes concerning boundaries, which is indeed 
effential, in many refpedls, to the due collection of theT.evenue, and had, we believe, never 
been taken away from it till the publication of the laft general code of regulations for the 
adminiftration of jufttce, of the 5th of July, 1781 : We are now happy to find, that in the flight, 
deviation which we on this occafion ventured to authorize from the exiiting regulations, we 
have only fo far anticipated the general fpirit of the commands fince received, in your feparate 
letter of the 12th April, 1786; and it affords us ftill a further fatisfa&ion to find, that in the 
more important and extenfive operation of our eftablifhment of colle&ors, and the abolition of 
the huzzoory mehals, or collections made at the Khalfn, we have been, whilff acting from the 
mipulfe of our matureff judgment, for the beftintereft of this branch of your concerns in this 
•country, proceeding alfo in entire conformity to the lentiments you then alfo appear to have 
.entertained, though at that time unknown to us. 

ufh. The Board of Revenue having applied to us to he furnifhed, as foon as poffible, with 
mftructions relative to the fettlement of the Province of Behar, for the Fuffuly year 1194, be¬ 
gin dug in September laft, and fuggeftedto our confutation the expediency of a new arrange¬ 
ment of the colleClorfhips in that province, we informed them in our anfwer (for which 
vide our confutation marked in the margin) that being apprehenftve left the operation of any 
meafure, fuch as they had fuggefled, fhould add materially to the expences of the revenue de¬ 
partment, we wifhed to avoid it, leaving, however, to their dilcretion, fuch interior arrange¬ 
ments and diftribution of the diftriCts, now under the charge of each collector refpeCtively, as 
might, without any expence to Government, conduce, in any confiderable degree, to the greater 
feurity of the cohesions ; and for the reft we referred them, in general, for them inftruCtions 
in framing the new fettlement to the exifting laws of the Legiflature, and to the regulations of 
this Government now in force, to which an intimation was added, that fuch further inftruCtiom; 
might he added as fhould appear neceffiry, from.the expeCted directions that might he contained 
'in the Swallow Packet, then daily expeCted. 

rath. Having, in the 9th paragraph of* our letter of the 21 ft Auguft, advifed you that we 
had agreed to purchafe, on behalf the Honourable Company, one hundred and fifty copies 
•of Mr. Gladwin’s compilation of an epitome of Mahommedan Law; and that gentleman having 
fince informed the Board that it was not his intention to alk any pecuniary reward for what he 
terms fo trifling an offering; we think it but juftice to advife you of this difinterefted conduCt 
on his part, which of courle frees you from any expence on account of his publication.

of Revenue have been 'further enjoined to exert every endeavour to prevent fuch a failure in the 
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ealization of the expelled receipts in future, and particularly to guard againft any balances of 
, c a|h, either of revenue, or upon any other account, from remaining in the hands of any of the 
-officers ailing under their authority. 

8th. Another minute delivered in by the Governor General, and which you will find record¬ 
ed in the confutation noted in the margin, propofes that fome method fhould be immediately 
adopted, in obedience to your orders, for a more regular difeharge of the functions prefpribea 
to this Government in their department of a court of appeal; in confequence of which, we have 
refolved to hold regular meetings, in this important branch of our judicial capacity, once in every 
(I cceeding week, from the 14th of December next, by which we doubt not to be able fpeedily 
to bring up the arrears of bufinefs now depending in that^department, as well as to keep it re¬ 
gularly up in time to come.

we even feen any material ground for our interference, which however did not appear to he the 
cafe, we left Affued Ulla, one of the competitors for the leafe of the pergunnah, in poffeffion for 
the current year, and dire£led the pretenfions of Mirza Jawn, his opponent, to be invefligated; 
that if hefhall be found, on due enquiry, to be theneareft heir to the Zemindary, lie may be put 
into poffeffion on the enfuing year’s fettlement, 

10th. On the receipt of a fubfequent letter from the Board of Revenue, advifing us of tH *r 
having ordered a provifion for Mirza Jawn’s fubfiflence, we confidently with our preceding 
inflrudtions, informed them that we confented to it, provided it fhould appear, by the refult of 
the enquiry which they had been ordered to make, that he was the proper heir to the Zemin- 
-dary; but until this contefted point fhould have been afeertained, the propoled allowance mult 
be detained in depofit by an officer of Government. 

nth. The Board of Revenue have advifed us, that they have iffued the neceflary orders, in 
conformity to the inflrudtions tranfmitted to them on the 9th of September, for the fettlement 
of the Behar Province, as well as for that of thofe parts of the Province of Bengal and Oriffa, 
in which the year ends alfoin September. On this occafion, they have thought proper to point 
out to our particular notice the zeal and affiduity of Mr. 1 homas Law, the colledtor of rotas, in 
his fuccefsful and regular realization of the revenue, as well as to notice the merits of the fev ral 
other gentlemen, viz. the Collectors of the Salt Diftridts, and the Collectors of T. irhoot.

We have, in return, expreffed our higheft approbation of 
Mr. Law’s exertions, and defired the thanks of this Government to be given to him, and the 
feverai other gentlemen, for their fuccefsful management of the revenue of the diftri&s feveraily 
committed to their charge. 

12th. We have however, been under the neceffity of authorifing the Board of Revenue to 
iproceed, if they lliall deem fuch a meafure ultimately requifite, for the realization of a part ox 
the balances in Sircar Sarun, to the fale of fuch parts of the lands of fome of the defauli ,ng 
renters, as may be required for that purpofe; but as this is a meafure to which we have at all 
times recourfe with reludtance, we hope the neceffity for it will not be frequent. 

13th, In our confultation referred to in the margin, you will obferve that we have taken up 
and pafled the requifite orders on various fubjedts; fome of them of confiderable importance, 
which had been ordered to lie for confideration, at fucceffive periods, fince the firft of January
